WORK OF THE PAINT CONVEN- 
TION. 


The Nationai Paint, Oil and Varnish 
Association has again proved its use- 
fulness and given evidence of the wis- 
dom of organizing the trade interests 
for promoting the welfare of the mem- 
bers and bringing about reforms, cor- 
recting trade abuses, establishing regu- 
lations for uniform trade usages and 
influencing legislation affecting com- 
mercial, manufacturing and trade inter- 
ests. The results of any one convention 
of the Association are not at once read- 
ily apparent, and it may even be said 
that nothing tangible was accomplished 
at the meetings held in this city, at 
least such as has been feltin or by the 
trades represented, and this is referred 
to by those who have heretofore been 
lukewarm in the support of such or- 
ganizations and by those who have held 
aloof, but direct and immediate results 
are not to be expected, although in- 
stances are not wanting of reforms in- 
augurated at such meetings and influ- 
ences brought directly to bear on legis- 
lative measures pending. The bene- 
ficial results must be looked for from 
the work of the various committees and 
of the executive officers of the Associa- 
ation during the intervals between 
conventions, and the result of the ma- 
ture deliberations of the committees 
may be acted upon by the Association 
and given the force which the indorse- 
ment by such an influential body of 
representative trades-people cannot fail 
to exert. Results in the past are ample 
evidence of the usefulness of the or- 


ganization and we have no doubt the 
recent assemblage in this city will bear 
fruit beneficial to all the trades repre- 
sented and to the business interests of 
the country as a whole. 


OIL PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER 
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The reports of the several committees 
presented this year are of more than 
of 
research 


ordinary interest and give evidence 
painstaking and_ intelligent 
careful deliberations, and are a 
credit to the members of the committees 
and to the Association. The report on 
the proposed establishment of a depart- 
ment of commerce and manufactures pre- 
sents unimpeachable arguments in favor 
of the measure and the adoption of the 
report by the Association will have 
weight with the people’s representa- 
tives when the measure comes up in 
Congress. The report of the Committee 
on Postal Laws and Regulations shows 
the work which may be done by the 
committees, and although in this in- 
stance success did not crown its efforts 
the committee made itself feit and pos- 
tal reforms may yet be brought about 
as a result of their labors, supplemented, 
as they will be, by those of succeeding 
committees. Difficulties in securing re- 
forms or changes in classification and 
reduction in rates of transportation are 
known to all, but such changes, when 
secured, prove tangible benefits at once 
apparent, but it is only through such 
effort they can be secured and it is to 
be hoped future efforts by committees 
having this matter in charge. will 
more fruitful of results. The question 
of adulterated linseed oil is a peren- 
nial one, but progress has been made 
and the results of the discussion follow- 
ing the reading of the committee’s re- 
port and the resolutions presented are 
expected to have a salutary influence. 
The purity of white lead sold under 
various brands and claimed as pure with 
varying adjectives intended to empha- 
size the claim, is an old sore which is 
difficult to heal or entirely eradicate, 
but the committee this year grappled 
courageously with the subject and their 
report shows the difficulties to be over- 
come, but the subject requires too much 
space for discussion here and w ~2com- 
mend that the reader peruse tl.e report 
with care, as also the proceedings In re- 
lation thereto following, which appeared 
in full in our very complete account of 
the doings of the Association in last 
week’s Reporter. The report on window 
and plate glass was very interesting, 
giving an outline history of the indus- 
try in this country and its present con- 
dition. It contains a recommendation 
that window glass be placed in sixth 
class, the argument therefor . being 
clear, concise and convincing. It is a 
change in classification which, it is 
hoped, a future committee will secure. 
A recommendation by the Committee 
on .Nominations and Place of Next 
Meeting is important not only to the 
members, but to the future welfare of 
the Association, and one which should 
receive favorable action at the next 
convention of the Association, to be 
held in the city of Cleveland next year. 
It is that the meetings of the future be 
held in some city where there is no 
local club and that the expense of en- 
tertinment should be borne pro rata, or 
by the Association. This is a most ex- 
cellent recommendation, although it 
might prove expedient to hold conven- 
tions in some of the smaller cities, 
which would tend to arouse interest in 
the local club. Under the present plan 
the expense of entertaining the visiting 
members is too great and consequently 
meetings in the smaller cities is out of 
the question; but this bugbear of ex- 
pense removed there is no club so small 
but would welcome the Association and 
be materially benefited in membership 
and interest by such visit. There are 
other considerations in favor of the 
proposed plan. As the entertainment 
feature of these annual meetings is an 
important one the more attractive the 
place of meeting, as to scenic, historical 
or social features the greater the enjoy- 
ment, and places like Saratoga, Niagara 
Falls, Old Point Comfort and a score of 
others, become available. The National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association has 
already taken similar action and will 
meet next year at Old Point Comfort. 
The experience of the older association 
has been the same as that of the Paint 
Association and this change has been 
the result. We have merely outlined 
some of the principal features and re- 
serve fuller consideration for future 
occasion.

THE DECLINE IN CREAM OF 
TARTAR. 


The decline of one cent per pound in 
the price of cream of tartar, which was 
announced on Thursday, caused sur- 
prise in the trade, partly by reason of 
the fact that the price of this com- 
modity had been looked upon as ap- 
parently fixed, no change having oc- 
curred for several months past. Quite 
naturally there was a desire to know 
the reason for the decline, and it Is 
found, partly, in the situation which 
now exists in crude argols. When the 
reciprocity treaty with France was con- 
cluded in May of the present year, the 
duty upon crude argols was reduced to 
an ad valorem rate of 5 per cent., the 
rates of the present tariff act being 1% 
cents per pound. The saving amounted 
to about one cent per pound, and would 
have been appreciated by the makers of 
cream of tartar, whose crude material 
was free under all previous tariff acts, 
had the price of French argols not been 
ndvanced at once to the full amount of 
the duty. The French exporters were 
possessed with the idea that they could 
obtain for their product whatsoever 
they might choose to ask, but time, 
which is a great revealer of things hid- 
den, convinced them of the error of 
the position they had assumed. At first 
they were fearful that Italian argols 
would find their way into France for 
transshipment to America as French 
argols, under the reciprocity treaty. 
Here they showed their lack of knowl- 
edge of the American customs regula- 
tions, which require all goods to be 
marked with the name of the coun: 
try of origin. With the removal 
of this bugbear, ‘they again fan- 
cled themselves secure, and not 
many weeks elapsed before’ they 
became persuaded that it takes two to 
play at most games, hence they dropped 
their price about a month ago to secure: 
American orders. With the arrival ol 
argols purchased at the lower prices, 
cream of tartar declined. 

So much for the argols’ side of the 
ease. Now let us consider the domestic 
situation. California has been a pro- 
ducer of argols for several years, and 
much of the production has been taken 
by the makers of cream of tartar here; 
but factories for utilizing the Pacific 
Coast production have been springing 
up in California during recent years, 
their advent having attracted little 
more than passing notice in the columns 
of the Reporter and California local pa- 
pers. Close observers of events, how- 
ever, could see that they were destined 
to play their part in course of time, and 
that time appears to have come some 
months ago. While the older and larger 
makers in the East have succeeded in 
maintaining prices in this section, they 
have been compelled to recognize the 
newcomers in their own territory, and 
make concessions on the prices which 
were being quoted here. The Califor- 
nians finally determined to carry the 
war into the enemy’s country, and for 
the past two or three months, accord- 
ing to reports the authenticity of which 
is without question, they have been 
selling their product in territory 
hitherto controlled by the Eastern 
makers, at prices below those at which 
the latter were disposed to quote. ‘The 
fight has not been apparent to the trade 
It is safe to say that no maker 
will allow his trade to be taken away 
from him, hence the consumer is apt to 
continue to be favored by the existing 
competition. It is probably the domes- 
tic situation, rather than the reduction 
in the price of argols, that was the 
cause of the decrease in the price of 
cream of tartar.

THE OUTLOOK FOR YELLOW 
PRUSSIATE OF POTASH. 


Until within the past week the mar- 
ket for yellow prussiate of potash ap- 
pears to have been moving along in 
the same humdrum way that has char- 
acterized it for several months past. 
Makers had been holding firmly to 
their price of 15%c., and declined to 
shade this, notwithstanding that since 
the early part of the year there had 
not been the usual demand. They knew 
the conditions which existed abroad, 
and were hopeful that the increased 
protection afforded them under the 




































new tariff—equivalent to a trifle over 
one cent per pound—would ultimately 
redound to their benefit. Many of them 
were somewhat surprised at the re- 
ports which gained circulation early 
the past week, to the effect that a con- 
tract for a substantial amount had 
been entered for delivery in 1899 at 
less than 15%%c. We have not been en- 
abled to get at the true inwardness of 
this transaction, if such it was. But 
the fact stands that most of the makers 
are now asking 16c. It has been stated 
that the fixed price of 15%c. was ac- 
tually shaded for a certain amount by a 
somewhat nervous maker, who was 
afraid he was not getting his fair share 
of the business. There is a disposition 
not to enter contracts for 1899 at cur- 
rent prices, partly by reason of the fact 
that the import cost is equivalent to 
about 17e. 

To get at the conditions now govern- 
ing the market, it is necessary for us 
to go back about a year. It will be re- 
membered that previous to the imposi- 
tion of a higher rate of duty by the 
Tariff act of 1897, a large quantity of 
foreign prussiate, particularly English, 
was imported. It is this surplus stock 
in the hands of dealers that has kept 
the market down in face of other strong 
conditions. The demand has not been 
up to the expectations of makers, hence 
while they have been indisposed to ac- 
cept less than 15%c., we have been told 
that much of that which was used this 
year, and which was contracted for 
about a year ago, was sold at 14c. per 
pound. It is no wonder, therefore, that 
some makers became discouraged, not 
sO much at the outlook as at the retro- 
spect. It is also notable that many of 
the small American makers have had 
a stronger influence on the situation 
this year. With small plants they have 
been content to peg away, in the hope 
that times would ultimately improve. 
They have, to the extent of their pro- 
duction, been a menace to the larger 
manufacturers, most, if not all, of 
whom were disposed to take advantage 
of conditions and obtain as high prices 
as possible. We understand that near- 
ly all of the small makers are now, 
however, closed. A further factor in 
the present situation has been the at- 
titude of the American makers in bid- 
ding against each other for the raw 
material. They have succeeded in put- 
ting the price up on themselves, and 
this has lessened their profits to that 
»xtent. 

We have said that the import cost 
vas l7c., and from what we can gather, 
the outlook, from the standpoint of the 
foreign manufacturers, is very firm. It 
must not be forgotten, however, that 
this is a very treacherous article, by 
reason of the fact that it is a by-prod- 
uct abroad, and that the plants for its 
manufacture are numerous. Our read- 
ers Will recall our exhaustive treatment 
of the subject in former issues of the 
Reporter within the past three years, 
in view of which it is not to be ex- 
pected that the price will be material- 
ly higher than it is to-day. It will be 
remembered that the plants in Europe 
were increased a few years ago, by 
reason of the prospective profits when 
the selling price here was over 20c., but 
the newcomers reckoned ‘without 
their host,” hence the low prices which 
have prevailed since that time. It is 
worthy of note that a year ago the 
price was 144% @l5c.

The combination which is to be formed 
by the box board manufacturers of the 
country may include the news board 
manufacturers. It is expected that a 
definite conclusion will be reached at the 
hext meeting to be held in Boston In a 
week. The new company will include 
all the box board manufacturers of the 
United States, and it will have a capi- 
talization of $3,000,000. The new com- 
pany will be operated on the same plan 
as the United States Envelope Com- 
pany. The headquarters will probably 
be located in New York and the various 
plants will be operated by the same 
managers as at present. The object of 
the combine is to prevent over-produc- 
tion and ruinous competition. Most of 
those concerned in the new combination 
are members of the National Pulp Board 
Company, an organization which has 
regulated the market for pulp board 
since 1895,

The consumption in Japan, 
chiefly in making sulphuric acid, is es- 
timated at 2,500 tons. 


A report says at La Mirada, Cal., A.

The building is 40x90, 
besides engine room, with two stories 
and a basement, and will cost, exclusive 
of machinery, about $12,000.

The White Mills Distilling 
Company of Cincinnati has let contracts 
for the building of a new spirits distil- 
lery at Louisville that will have a ca- 
pacity of 35,000 barrels per annum, 


A dispatch says 


Nearly all the sulphur mines in Sic- 
ily, it is said, have been closed in pro- 
test against the new Workmen's Com- 
pensation Act, which is regarded as far 
too favorable to the men. The men, 
who are greatly incensed, have become 
so threatening that troops have been 
dispatched to the disaffected districts. 


The asphaltum production of Cali- 
fornia increases with a steady demand 
from the East. Last month the Stand- 
ard Asphalt Company, of San Francisco, 
shipped East about 400,000 pounds of fine 
liquid asphalt. This is nearly pure—no- 
where else found so good. Jewett & 
Blodget, of Bakersfield, are large ship- 
pers of this grade also, 


Concentrated oil of lemon free from 
terpenes is best prepared by distilling 
off 90 per cent, of the original oil under 
reduced pressure. The residual 10 per 
cent. is then distilled with steam, when 
the yellow, highly fragrant, ‘‘concen- 
trated” lemon oil comes over. The yield 
amounts to between 6 and 7 per cent. 
of the crude lemon oil used. 


The Permanent Nitrate Committee’s 
public statistical circular for October 
states: ‘Nitrate of Soda—Total exports 
to Europe, September, 1,929,000 quintals; 
loading for Europe, Oct, 1, 3,075,000 quin- 
tals; imports, Europe, September, 42,680 
tons; deliveries, Europe, September, 45,- 
830 tons. Visible supply, Europe, Oct. 
1, stocks and afloat, 297,090 tons.’ 


Andrew Judson White, who was in- 
terested in the drug business in this 
city and in London, and who died in 
London on Sept. 23, leaves an estate 
of $300,000 in realty and $450,000 in per- 
sonal property. His will, which was ex- 
ecuted on April 11, 1895, has been filed 
for probate. He leaves his entire estate 
to his widow and his son, Raymond S§S. 
White. 


The percentage of oil in the Russian 
sunflower ranges from 16 to 28 per cent, 
On the average, about 18 per cent, of oil 
can be extracted by expression cold 
after crushing the seed. This is the 
highest quality of oil, and any addi- 
tional amount that might be extracted 
by steaming the pomace would be lower 
grade. It is estimated that fifty bush- 
els of seed may be harvested to the 
acre, and roughly the yield would be 
about a gallon of oil to a bushel of seed. 
These are foreign figures, where the 
crop is grown for the oil. 


The Frs. Allyn, of New Bedford, is 
reported as not having met with any 
success when last heard from in June. 
She sprung a leak while in winter 
quarters, which Captain Gibbons suc- 
ceeded in reducing, and he was deter- 
mined to try and reach home with the 
vessel. She had secured two small 
whales, yielding 300 pounds whalebone, 
during the winter. 


Regarding their recent action in de- 
clining to sign rebate contracts in 
future, Evans & Sons, limited, of Mont- 
real, write us that, in their opinion, this 
system of purchasing goods has been an 
entire failure and a farce in Canada for 
several reasons, and their experience 
has been that it works very much 
against the interests of the retail drug- 
gists throughout Canada. 


The A. R. Tucker recently arrived at 
New Bedford from an eighteen months’ 
cruise in Hudson Bay, brought in only 
thirty-five barrels sperm, twenty of 
Whale ‘oil, and 520 pounds whalebone. 
She reports the Era of New Bedford as 
having taken five whales, which, with 
the trade bone secured, gave her about 
7,000 pounds whalebone. The Era 
would remain another winter. 


The work on the new Ford glass plant 
at Toledo is progressing apidly. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Ford’s statement, this 
will be the largest factory of its kind 
in the country. A good-sized suburban 
town on the Pullman plan has been laid 
for the employees of the concern. The 
plant is located on the Cincinnati, Ham- 
ilton and Dayton Railroad, but will 
build a ten-mile track which will con- 
nect it with other lines in Toledo. 


Hoffheimer Bros. of Cincinnati, have 
made contracts for the building at Lou- 
isville of a new spirits distillery to be 
operated in opposition to the spirits 
trust. It will be known as the Lyndale 
Distillery and will have a mashing ca- 
pacity of 1,000 bushels of grain daily. It 
will be of the most modern construc- 
tion, and the copper stills and other 
mashing machinery will cost $42,600. 
The Lyndale will be run in connection 
with the Independent Distillery at 
Terre Haute. 


The lockqut in the window glass trade 
has been broken by the cutters and flat- 
teners at the Bradford Glass Company's 
Works at Hazlehurst, Pa., returning to 
work at the scale originally agreed 
upon, but which was opposed by Presi- 
dent Burns. The manufacturers regard 
the revolt as encouraging for a start of 
all the factories. If the vote now being 
taken favors accepting the same terms 
as the blowers and gatherers are re- 
ceiving at Hazlehurst, the lockout may 
be considered as at an end. 


Utah sulphur is being shipped to Wis- 
consin in large quantities for use in 
the paper mills. This sulphur is. now 
bought for about $6 a ton less than the 
Sicilian article, and is said by the pa- 
per mill men to be of better quality 
than formerly, because more care is 
taken by the Utah producers to deliver 
it in clean condition. The use of the 
Western product has not become gen- 
eral yet, but it will supplant Sicilian 
sulphur in all the mills if the present 
ratio of prices continues long. 


A four-story brick building, occupied 
by the Texas Drug Company at Dallas 
Tex., was destroyed by fire last 
Thursday. The cause of the fire has 
not been ascertained. The thirty or 
forty employees had no sooner escaped 
from the building than the tanks of oil 
in the cellar exploded, hurling burning 
brands all over the business section of 
the city. The loss is estimated at $150,- 
000. The stock of drugs was insured 
for $101,000, and the building for $15,000. 
They will resume business immediately. 


After recent events, says the British 
and Colonial Druggist, it is no wonder 
that the members of the Bandoeng As- 
sociation of Cinchona Planters are by 
no means anxious to take office in the 
association. At a recent committee 
meeting, of which official reports have 
reached us this week, a _ discussion 
turned upon the retirement of the 
president, Mr. Von Winning, whose 
resignation the regrets of some of the 
speakers failed to cancel. Mr. Von Win- 
ning persisted in his determination, and 
complained bitterly of the treatment he 
had experienced, which he attributed to 
malice. He, however, gave a parting 
recommendation that Mr. A. J. Door- 
man be nominated as the new president, 
which was accordingly done, but Mr. 
Doorman has declined the honor. By 
the same post we have also the in- 
formation that Mr. Van Dusseldorp has 
expressed his unwillingness as act as 
representative of the association in the 
Netherlands. 


The bark Wanderer of San Francisco, 
one of the eight vessels caught in the 
ice floe in September, 1897, arrived at 
that port on the 14th inst. and brought 
the news of the great success of the 
five steamers that wintered at Herschel 
Island and neighborhood. This fleet 
had secured a total of 119 whales, as fol- 
lows: Grampus, 36 whales; Beluga, 31; 
Narwhal, 22; Balaena, 20, and Mary D. 
Hume, 10, all of San Francisco, being 
the largest catch by the wintered fleets 
since the year 1892, when over 200 
whales were taken. The yield of whale- 
bone may be estimated at about 159,000 
pounds, 


An interesting paper has just been 
published by Dr. Fromm, of Freiburg, 
on oil of savin. This oil, he states, con- 
tains a considerable quantity of ter- 
penes, which distil over at 160 to 180 
degrees, and some esters, distilling at 
200 to 205 degrees. These are esters of 
an alcohol, which he terms sabinol, 
and consists chiefly of the acetate. 
Sabinol is an unsaturated alcohol com- 
bining with bromine and hydrobromic 
acid. On oxidation it, yields tanaceto- 
gen-di-carboxylic acid, which proves 
that it is a dimethyl derivative of a 
partially reduced benzene.—Chemiker 
Zeitung. 


The British ship Blengfell, Capt. 
Johnston, from New York on Sept. 19 
for London, burned off Margate, Eng- 
land, last Monday morning. Nine of 
her crew, including the captain, his wife 
and child and a pilot, perished. The 
survivors were landed at Margate and 
Dover. The Blenefell had a quan- 
tity of naphtha on board, which smelled 
strongly during the voyage, especially 
aft, so much so that the officers of the 
ship had to shift their quarters. An 
explosion occurred just as the captain 
had engaged the services of a_ tug, 
which saved the survivors. The vessel 
burned so quickly that her crew had 
no time to lower the boats.

William Brandreth, of Sing Sing, N. 
Y., whose office in this city has been 
at No. 71 Broadway, filed a petition in 
bankruptcy here last week. He is a 
son of the late Dr. Brandreth, the pill 
manufacturer, and has been interested 
in promoting mining companies and 
other corporations. His liabilities 
amount to $89,120, of which $22,998 are 
marked secured, $35,122 unsecured, and 
$31,000 contingent as indorser. There 
are forty-one unsecured creditors, the 
largest being the Porous Plaster Com- 
pany, of Sing Sing, $5,000, and James T. 
Blandford, $3,050. Mention is made that 
a note dated Jan. 19, 1898, made by 
Mr. Brandreth, for $10,000, was stolen 
from the United States mails, and the 
holder is unknown. The amount, $10,000, 
appears in the total of unsecured cred- 
itors. These claims are principally for 
judgments, rent, borrowed money and 
merchandise. Mr. Brandreth’s nomin- 
al assets are very large, but the actual 
value is unknown. 


The directors of the Rio Tinto Com- 
pany, lItd., in an interim report state 
that the deliveries of pyrites under ex- 
isting contracts have been well main- 
tained at about the same rate as dur- 
ing last year. The contracts for Ger- 
many, which expire on Dec. 31, have 
been renewed for a further period of 
three years on terms which are more 
advantageous to the company than be- 
fore. The price of copper began to 
rise during the early part of the cur- 
rent year, and the average of sales up 
to the present time is well above that 
obtained for the produce of 1897. The 
war between Spain and the United 
States has not much interfered with 
the company’s operations; while the 
additional taxation on exports it has 
resulted in is compensated for to some 
extent by the rise in the rate of ex- 
change. The directors declare a half- 
year’s dividend of 2s. 6d. per share less : 
income tax on the 5 per cent. prefer- 
ence shares and an interim dividend of 
20s. per share on the ordinary shares, 
both payable on Nov. 1.

It is announced that the Montreal syn- 
dicate that has been boring on the 
west coast of Newfoundland has found 
oil in the three wells which have been 
sunk and the quality is said to be first 
class. 

In the southwest extension of the 
Whisky run pool, in Ritchie county, 
the South Penn Oil Company has shot 
its No. 3 on the C. A. Hayhurst farm 
and increased its production to 300 bar- 
rels a day. 

On Campbell’s run, Monongalia coun- 
ty, the South Penn Oil Company has 
drilled in its No. 1 on the L, Wear farm 
and has a small producer. The well 
produced 15 barrels the first 24 hours 
from the first pay. 


In the Wilson run development, in 
Washington county, on the Ohio side of 
the river, M. Yost & Co. have drilled in 
their No. 5 on the Reed farm and have 
a show for a 40-barrel pumper. The lo- 
cation of this well is inside of develop- 
ments. 


The oil well on the Finn farm, Olean, 
opening as it may, perhaps, a new field, 
is being closely watched by the local 
and vicinity oil operators. Amenzo Finn, 
the owner of the farm, says the well 
will be good for twenty-five barrels a 
day or better. 


By the bursting of the main pipe at 
Rosewick, near Coatesville, Pa., last 
Thursday, over 2,000 barrels of oil ran 
down the Blue Rock Creek, The stream 
between Rosewick and Laurel, where 
it empties into the Brandywine, pre- 
sented the appearance of a river of yel- 
low oil. 

Melville R. Palmer of Toledo, O., died 
at his home in that city Oct. 9, after a 
protracted illness, of heart disease. Mr. 
Palmer was connected with the Palmer 
Oil Company, and was also identified 
with the Dewey Stave Company, as 
president. He leaves a wife and three 
daughters. 

The Elk Fork Oil and Gas Company 
has completed its No, 4 on the J. Tuttle 
farm, located 600 feet notheast of No. 3 
on the same farm, and have a duster. 
No, 5 on the same farm has been com- 
pleted and is making 100 barrels a day. 
The location is 1,200 feet north of No. 
3 on the same farm. 


The total number of gallons of kero- 
sene oil imported into Chinkiang, China, 
has risen from 4,450,500 gallons in 1896 to 
6,327,015 gallons in 1897, an increase of 
about 50 per cent. American oil has 
supplied the whole of the increase, the 
Russian oil actually showing a decrease 
of about 60,000 gallons.

velopment Gibson & Co, have completed

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‘Northeast of the Britoria develop- 
ment in Greene county the South Penn 
has drilled its wildcat on the A, I, 
Lindsay farm into the lower sand and 
has no show of oil. Southeast of the 
same development the test well on the 
J; R. Ayers farm has been drilled 
through all sands and is a total failure. 


In the deep sand territory on Piney 
Fork, Wetzel county, the South Penn 
has drilled in its No. 9 on the C. C. Pin- 
nick farm and No. 9 McCoy heirs, in 
the same locality, and has two pro- 
ducers. The first named made 60 bar- 
rels the first 24 hours and the last 20 
barrels the first 24 hours. Both are 
drilling for a second pay. 


The Elk Fork pool, in Tyler county, 
W. Va., is presenting a new crop of 
wells, but none of them of the gusher 
kind. On the east side of the old de- 
velopment Bruner & Co. have com- 
pleted a test well on the Edward Mer- 
cer farm and have a producer good for 
£0 barrels a day. The location is 350 
feet southwest of the No. 1 on the J. 
R. Glendenning farm. Inside of de- 
velopments Henry & McDonald have 
completed their No, 2 on the J. T. A. 


Hawkins farm and have a_ producer 
good for 15 barrels a day. 
Between the Hendershot and Mur- 


phytown developments, in Wood coun- 
ty, the United States Oil Company has 
completed its No. 3 on the Patrick 
O’Brien farm and has a very light pro- 
ducer. In the same locality the South 
Penn Oil Company has completed its 
No. 3 5S. P. Alleman and has a duster. 
In the Murphytown development the 
same company has completed its No, 4 
on the Silas Grant farm and has a 60- 
barrel producer. George F. Albright 
No. 4 has been shot and its production 
increased to 100 barrels a day. 


Northeast of Bristoria, Greene coun- 
ty, the South Penn Oil Company has 
drilled its wildcat on the A. I. Lindsay 
farm through all sands and has a dus- 
ter. This was considered an important 
test for that locality, and since it 
proved a duster the result will be to 
discourage operations in that vicinity. 
The J. R. Ayers farm well, completed 
last week, was also a duster, and con- 
demned a southwestern extension to the 
pool. It was expected that these tw« 
tests would show an extension to the 
northeast and southwest of the Bris- 
toria pool. 


The inquiry as to whether the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of Ohio has put itseif 


into a position of contempt of court 
has come to an end. While Lawyer 
Kinkead was wondering what further 


step he should take toward getting the 
Standard Oil men and their books be- 
fore the Commissioners he got word 
from the lawyers of the other side that 
they would allow an inspection of the 
transfer book kept by the Liquidating 
Committee of the Trust, showing all the 
transfers of Trust certificates into stock 
of the various companies making up the 
trust. This offer was accepted. 


The Britt, Sinclair & Morrison well on 
the Abraham Hall farm, in Jackson 
township, Ohio, is creating intense ex- 
citement among the oil producers and 
leasers. The well is one of the best that 
has been drilled for many months, and 
opens up an entirely new field. Almost 
all the surrounding territory has been 
leased, and the oil men, ever since the 
well was shot, have been making des- 
perate efforts to secure leases. It has 
required two lines to carry away the 
flow, and men are erecting tanks as fast 
as possible to store the liquid. What 
the well is really worth it is difficult 
at present to tell. The production has 
been variously estimated at from 500 to 
2,000 barrels. 


After a lapse of thirty-four years, E. 
W. Shippen is again pumping oil from a 
well on his farm in Venango county, 
near Sugar Creek, and near where at 
that time he struck oil that for three 
days netted $1,800 per day. It was two 
years ago that he started the present 
well, and at that time J. C. Sibley’s 
men, when they saw what he was do- 
ing, put down a well within 100 feet of 
it, and when both were completed and 
pumped, salt water was the result, ex- 
cepting that when the Sibley well was 
in operation the Shippen well produced 
oil with the salt water. Mr. Shippen has 
opened these old wells and started the 
pump in both, obtaining oil in small 
quantities and salt water at the rate of 
1,500 barrels daily, which, with proper 
machinery, would make about 200 bar- 


rels of common salt. Enough gas is 
also secured to run the @as engine 


which keeps the pumps going night and 
day.

The Drawback on Gum Chicle. 
Philadelphia, Oct. 15, 1898. 
Editor Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter: 

We notice your reprint of a letter ad- 
dressed to the Collector of Customs of 
the Port of Philadelphia, by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, under date of 
September 16. We were not aware of 
the fact that dealings involving private 
formula became public property; but 
in view of the fact that the Treasury 
Department has seen fit to give for pub- 
lication what we consider our private 
business, it would be but fair that you 
print our version of the case as well. 

You will note that we appeal from the 
decision of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury on the ground that Fleer’s Pepsin 
“Guru-Kola” Gum and ‘Lulu’ pepsin 
gum are two distinct and separate ar- 
ticles, made under different formulae, 
Fleer’s Pepsin “Guru-Kola’’ gum con- 
taining a much larger percentage of 
chicle than the other, 

The following is a copy of our letter 
to the Treasury Department on the sub- 
ject: 

September 24, 1898. 
Collector of Customs, Port of Philadel- 
phia. 

Sir: We beg to acknowledge receipt of 
your copy of the letter of the Treasury 
Department, dated Sept. 16, and signed 
“O. L, Spaulding, Assistant Secretary,’ in 
which the Treasury Department has seen 
fit to classify Fleer’s pepsin ‘“‘Guru-Kola” 


and “Lulu” pepsin gum as one commodi- 
ty, entitled to the same drawback, and 
this drawback less than the original 


claim made by this house. 

We disagree with the Treasury Depart- 
ment on this subject entirely, and we 
claim that their action is in direct nullifi- 
eation of the law, and the principle of the 
law under which we are entitled to the 
drawback. 

Our claim before set forth the quantity 
of material in each of these two distinct 
preparations, and we stand by our 
declaration, and are ready to prove to the 
entire satisfaction of your department, 
The claim that we have made is just and 
tenable: hence we cannot recognize any 
justice im your department's action in re- 
ducing the drawback allowance from our 


original figures to the amount set by 
your department, 
We ask, therefore, that you take this 


matter up again, and if there is any rea- 
son why you should not allow the full 
amount of our claim, less the legal deduc- 
tion of 1 per centum, and with which rea- 
son we are not acquainted, then we ask 
that you acquaint us with the facts which 
lead you to prepare a contrary statement, 
which may be founded on figures in your 
department, but which at present looks 
arbitrary to us.

(Special Telegram to the Reporter.) 
Meeting of the N. W. D. A. and P. A. 


St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 21, 1898. 

The twenty-fourth annual meeting of 
the National Wholesale Druggists’ As- 
sociation and the sixteenth annual meet- 
ing of the Proprietary Association of 
America, both of which have been in 
session during the past week, were 
probably the most successful conven- 
tions either organization ever held. 

Sessions of the former association 
were held at 8 p. m. Monday, 9.30 a. m. 
Tuesday, the same hour Wednesday, 
and at 2 p. m., 9.30 Thursday, and the 
same hour Friday. President Weller’s 
address was a very vigorous document. 
He condemned the manufacturers of 
proprietary goods who had taken ad- 
vantage of the stamp tax law to raise 
the prices of their goods. He showed 
the impossibility of making the consum- 
er pay the tax. He believed that the 
number of proprietary articles on the 
rebate plan should be reduced to a 
minimum, and that others which had 
been put there by their manufacturers 
themselves should not be recognized un- 
til they have created sufficient demand 
to entitle them to such recognition. He 
asserted that the manufacturers were 
largely responsible for the cut rate evil. 
So long as the manufacturers sell to de- 
partment stores so long will the retailers 
cut prices in self-protection. “The so- 
lution of this whole problem,” he said, 
“is keep your goods out of the hands 
of the department Make the 
wholesale druggist your legitimate dis- 


stores. 
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tributor. Do not sell to retailers, cut- 
ters or department stores under any cir- 
cumstances, and you will arrive at the 
solution of the whole matter.” 

The reports of the various committees 
were interesting, those on Proprietary 
Goods, Legislation, Credits and Collec- 
tions, and Trade-Marks being consid- 
ered of special merit. 

At the session on Thursday the Board 
of Control offered, among others, the 
following resolutions, all of which were 
adopted: 

The proposition on the basis of thirty 
days’ credit and 10 per cent. discount is 
favored, and the question left to the 
judgment of the different houses inter- 
ested; reaffirming the resolutions of the 
preceding convention in favor of free al- 
cohol for use in the arts and medicines, 
and favoring the formation of a depart- 
ment of the Federal Government to 
have charge of trade, commerce and 
manufactures; denouncing the inequal- 
ity of the patent laws which give to for- 
eigners great an advantage over 
Americans. and favoring the refusal of 
patents on articles from countries which 
do not protect similar articles manufac- 
tured in those countries; favoring the 
repeal of section 20 of the war revenue 
law, or if that be found inexpedient, fa- 
voring the application of the tax to all 
proprietary articles and the reduction of 
the tax to the basis of 1 per cent. of the 
retail selling price; reaffirming the posi- 
tion formerly taken by the association 
in demanding that the manufacturers 
cease selling to price cutters and_in- 
structing the Committee on Proprietary 
Goods to join a similar committee from 
the National Association of Retail 
Druggists in giving effect to this resolu- 
tion; favoring an increase by proprietors 
of the discount to the jobbing trade to 
10 per cent. regular, with an additional 
5 per cent. for cash payment, and, 
should this concession be granted, 
recommending the establishment of a 
sub-quantity discount of 5 per cent.; re- 
affirming support of the rebate plan, un- 
der which proprietary articles should be 
placed; continuing the sub-committee of 
three to have charge of all suits pend- 
ing or to be brought against the associa- 
tion, and declaring for elimination from 
the rebate plan all those articles whose 
proprietors have failed to keep their 
contracts; approving the passage by 
Congress of a law regulating trade- 
marks and their registration for the 
whole country, and providing penalties 
for violations. 

Mr. Frank A. Faxon received an ova- 
tion on his unanimous re-election 
chairman of the Proprietary Commit- 
tee. 

The following officers were elected for 
the ensuing year: President, C. P. 
Walbridge of J. S. Merrell Drug Co., 
St. Louis; First Vice-President, Albert 
Plaut of Lehn & Fink, New York; Sec- 
ond Vice-President, E. D. Taylor, of 
Powers-Taylor Drug Co., Richmond, 
Va.; Third Vice-President, Lucian B.

was held on Monday morn- 
o'clock, and sessions there- 
held as follows: At 2 p. 
m, Monday and at 4.30 p. m. on Tues- 
day and Wednesday, and 8 p. m. 
Thursday. President Doliber, in his ad- 
dress, urged that the Committee on 
Trade-Marks of the association keep 
in close touch with the National Com- 
mission appointed to secure desirable 
revision of the laws relating to patents 
and trade-marks. 

Of the various reports’ presented 
those deserving of especial mention are 
the one on trade interests, of which 
A. R. Deacon was chairman, and that 
on trade-marks, of which H. L. Kramer 
was chairman. The former committee 
offered a plan for the restoration of 
prices on proprietary goods, which plan 
is in effect for the National Wholesale 
Druggists’ Association and the Propri- 
etary Association to endeavor to induce 
manufacturers of these goods to place 
them all on the rebate list and confine 
their sales to jobbers. The report fur- 
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ther complained of the fact that the 
revenue stamp tax act compelled medi- 
cine-makers to bear the brunt of the 
greater part of the tax. It was held 
that the imposition of this tax was un- 
mecessary, and the committee recom- 
mended that every member of the as- 
sociation work for its repeal. 

The report of the latter committee 
summarized the cases of successful 
prosecution in this country and in Eng- 
land, and cited important judicial de- 
cisions bearing on the questions at in- 
terest. It ended with the urgent recom- 
mendation that the association create a 
defense fund from which may be de- 
frayed the cost of a trademark bureau 
and the expenses of the Legislative 
Committee. To this end the annual 
membership dues in the association 
should be raised from $10 to $100, or 
preferably $300, till the object of the 
fund be attained. It would necessitate 
considerable sacrifice of time, energy 
and money to accomplish this, but it 
was believed that the end would justify 
the means. . 

The officers elected for the ensuing 
year are: President, V. Mott Pierce, 
Buffalo; first vice-president, BE. C. De- 
witt, Chicago; second vice-president, D. 
S. Chamberlain, Des Moines; secretary, 
Joseph Leeming, New York; treasurer, 
H. B. Harding, New York; Executive 
Committee, Thos. Doliber, Boston; Hor- 
ace M. Sharp, Philadelphia; Anthony M. 
Hance, Philadelphia; M. M. Fenner, 
Fredonia; A. H. Beardsley, Elkhart; 
George A. Newman, Louisville. 

It was voted to hold two meetings 
next year, one in New York in June, 
and the other with the National Whole- 
sale Druggists’ Association, as hereto- 
fore. 

The presence of the retailers was felt 
by both conventions. There are about 
150 delegates from twenty different 
States, and they organized the National 
Retail Druggists’ Association, for busi- 
ness purposes solely. This association 
attended the Wednesday morning ses- 
sion of the N. W. D. A. in a body by 
invitation, to hear the report of the 
Committee on Proprietary Goods. They 
were formally welcomed by President 
Weller. The proprietors and retailers 
later agreed upon a price basis. The 
retailers adopted, among others, reso- 
lutions requesting the manufacturers to 
limit the distribution of their goods, 
when sold at lowest prices, to legiti- 
mate wholesale dealers recognized as 
such by the proper committees of the 
National Wholesale Druggists, Propri- 
etary and Retailers’ associations; re- 
questing jobbers not to sell to depart- 
ment stores or persistent cutters; urg- 
ing that prices to retailers shall not ex- 
ceed $2 for 25-cent articles, $4 for 50-cent 
articles, $8 for dollar goods, and all oth- 
ers in like proportion. 

The local committee, including the 
ladies, were untiring in their efforts to 
make the entertainment of the members 
and their friends highly interesting and 
every available moment was taken up 
with pleasure of some sort. The recep- 
tion of Presidents Weller and Doliber 
Tuesday evening was a brilliant suc- 
cess, and the excursion on the Missis- 
sippi River given by the St. Louis news- 
papers Thursday afternoon was some- 
thing that will long be remembered.

Flanders, manager of the travelers’ de- 
partment of the J. C. Ayer Company, 
at Lowell, Mass., and said that he was 
representing the Commercial Travel- 
ers’ Protective Association. Mr. 
ders, who is a member of the associa- 
tion, listened with much interest to the 
plan which the stranger unfolded. He 
was soliciting subscriptions, he said, to 
secure legislation for a 5,000-mile book 
at two cents, interchangeable, for com- 
mercial travelers, and also an extension 
of the baggage limit. 

A movement of this kind has been on 
foot for some time, and all large firms 
employing traveling men know about it, 
and are anxious to put it through. 
Hence there was a disposition on the 
part of Mr. Flanders to aid the move- 
ment.

I 
desire to confirm this telegram, and 
state that no one is authorized by the 
Travelers’ Protective Association to so- 
licit advertisements or subscriptions for 
the purpose of securing interchangeable 
mileage and the extension of the bag- 
gage limit for travellng men. Any man 
who so represents is an impostor and 
should be advertised in your vicinity. 
Do not pay any money to anyone in 
the name of the T. P. A. unless they 
are duly authorized and show their cre- 
dentials. Yours fraternally,

prominent firms, but whether the sig- 
natures were genuine or bogus, is not 
known.

Legal Marking of Imported Goods, 


Washington,*Oct. 21, 1898. 


The Treasury Department has re- 
ceived so many communications regard- 
ing its recent action in bringing suit on 
the penal bond of an importer whose 
goods were improperly marked, and 
who failed to return the same when di- 
rected to do so, that Assistant Secre- 
tary Howell has found it advisable to 
issue instructions to collectors and 
other customs officers with regard to 
the marking of all goods required by 
law to show the country or origin. The 
general subject of the marking of im- 
ported merchandise has been fully in- 
vestigated by a special agent, and the 
instructions given below are the result 
of this inquiry. It will be observed that 
Mr. Howell does not direct importers 
to retain possession of their goods un- 
til the expiration of the statutory 
period of ten days, and only requires 
that they shall be returned to customs 
custody when not properly marked. 
The new instructions to collectors are 
as follows: 

“In order to secure a more efficient 
enforcement of the provisions of sec- 
tion 8 of the act of July 24, 1897, re- 
garding the marking of packages with 
the names of the country of production 
and the quantity of their contents, and 
the marking and stamping of import- 
ed articles, it is directed that hereafter 
the appraising officer shall make ex- 
amination of all merchandise in his 
hands for appraisement in order to 
ascertain whether the requirements of 
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section 8 are fully complied with. 
Whenever he shall discover a failure to 
comply with said requirements he shall 
call for the remaining packages of the 
invoice and the Importer shall be direct- 
ed to mark the merchandise in accord- 
ance with law. In default of such ac- 
tion by the importer the goods shall be 
sent under general orders and treated 
unclaimed, 

“The marking of goods thus held in 
public store shall be Qune by the im- 
porter under the special supervision of 
an officer of the appraiser’s department- 
ment, and the expenses of such super- 
vision and all charges for cartage and 
labor shall be paid by the importer be- 
fore delivery of the merchandise. The 
charges for supervision shall be esti- 
mated upon the basis of the compensa- 
tion of the supervising officer for not 
less than one-fourth of a day, and in 
proportion for any time occupied in ex- 
cess of one-fourth of a day. 

“Appraising officers should report to 
the collector any violation of the provi- 
sions of section 11 of the same act, re- 
lating to trade marks.” 


Lanman & Kemp to Seek New 
Quarters. 


Edward Kemp, Esq., of the firm of 
Lanman & Kemp, is having plans 
drawn for a ten-story business building 
to be erected on the west side of Broad 
street, in this city, covering the front 
from Beaver to Marketfield streets. The 
plot has recently been purchased by 
Mr. Kemp for $175,000, and, although 
title has already passed, the signifi- 
cance of the transaction did not appear 
in the formal transfer. 

The plot, which is 44 feet on Broad 
street, 66.3 feet on Beaver street, 63 
feet on Marketfield street and 50.1 feet 
in the rear, was purchased. by 
Mr. Kemp from the _ Bright’ es- 
tate through Charles McRae. It 
has been in the Bright family for 
seventy-three years, costing originally 
only $7,000. Robert W. Gibson, archi- 
tect, is now preparing plans for a mod- 
ern fire proof business building, to be 
erected of granite through the lower 
two stories and of brick and terra cotta 
above. 

Lanman & Kemp leased for a long 
term of years the projected building, 
and will occupy the whole of it. The 
new building will be opposite the Morris 
Building, and in the block adjoining 
the Produce Exchange.

Bankruptey Law Regulations, 


Washington, Oct. 21, 1898. 


Considerable pressure has been pri- 
vately brought to bear upon members of 
the Supreme Court to bring about the 
early handing down of the rules, forms 
and orders for the execution of the new 
Federal bankruptcy law, and, although 
it is a matter of the utmost delicacy and 
diplomacy, the representations have 
been made so effectively that it is semi- 
officially announced that the court has 
begun the preparation of a code, and is 
making all possible haste, with a view 
to handing it down before Nov. 1, when 
the involuntary provisions of the law 
will take effect. 

The announcement made several days 
ago that the new code would not be 
ready before Nov. 15 caused much 
anxiety in legal and business circles, as 
it was foreseen that many complications 
would ensue should the new law take 
effect as to its involuntary features be- 
fore the establishment of the full code 
of procedure. Steps were at once taken 
in influential quarters and certain mem- 
bers of the court were advised as to the 
great importance of the promulgation 
of rules, forms and orders befoe Novy. 1. 
The court is understood to have been 
impressed with these suggestions, and 
an intimation has been given that if it 
proves practicable to do so the new code 
will be promulgated not later than Mon- 
day, Oct. 31. Even with this expedition 
there will mecessarily be a little delay 
in taking up involuntary petitions for 
action, but this delay need not prove 
embarrassing, as all the courts will be 
advised that the rules, forms and orders 
have been provided, and will be availa- 
ble in due course. 

The Attorney-General has received a 
large number of preliminary reports 
from clerks of courts having bankruptcy 
jurisdiction with regard to the filing of 
voluntary petitions. These returns will 
be made the-basis of a report.to Con- 


‘gress at the coming session. While they 


are necessarily imperfect, they demon- 





strate most graphically the compre- 
hensive character of the relief afforded 
by the voluntary provisions of the new 
law. Reports have already come in from 
nearly every State in the Union, and@ in 
certain States from every jurisdiction. 

A significant schedule comes from the 
southern district of Maine, in which 
seventy-nine voluntary petitions were 
filed between Aug. 1 and Oct. 13. The 
petitioners include every class of mer- 
chants, both male and female, clerks, 
mechanics and farmers. In all these 
cases referees were appointed by the 
court, trustees were assigned and de- 
positories of the estates named. No 
complete adjudications have yet been 
secured, 

Another interesting schedule comes 
from the southern district of Illinois, in 
which thirty-eight voluntary petitions 
were filed between Aug. 5 and Oct. 7. A 
large proportion of these were presented 
by merchants, whose estates rangd from 
$500 up to $12,000. A single depository 
was designated for the proceeds of all 
the estates in this district, a national 
bank being selected. Among the occu- 
pations followed by the petitioners in 
this district were those of plumber, 
farmer, clerk, locomotive engineer, res- 
taurant Keeper, baker, salesman, me- 
chaniec, etc. 

In no section of the country are the 
occupations of voluntary petitioners 
more diversified than in the South. The 
report for the middle district of Tennes- 
see shows twenty-five voluntary petl- 
tions, including five general merchants, 
one tailor, two railroad engineers, one 
banker and broker, one mechanic, one 
picture frame maker, one clerk, one ho- 
tel keeper, four farmers, ete. It is also 
inteesting that the total value of the 
estates of these twenty-five bankrupts 
is only $200, all but two of the petition- 
ers setting forth the fact that the bank- 
rupt possesses no assets. In the case 
of one of the bankers the claims present- 
ed by resident creditors amounted, to up? 
war4 of $32,000, while those presented by 
creditors outside the State amounted to 
more than $34,000. 

Much interest ts felt in the department 
concerning the operation of the involun- 
tary features of the law, and the reports 
from the various jurisdictions on this 
class of cases will be examined with 
close attention.

plants. Nevertheless, it is convenient 
to distinguish between animal and veg- 
etable waxes without taking account 
of the mineral waxes. 


Animal wax is much better known 
than the others, and many people im- 
agine that beeswax is the only animal 
wax. The latter is clearly the one 
which has been most used, and, what- 
ever its geographical origin, it owes its 
existence to chemical action in the body 
of the insect. But the hive bee is not 
the only insect which produces wax. 
The humble bee does so, and the shel- 
lac of which ordinary sealing-wax is 
largely composed is an animal product, 
as well as Chinese wax, which results

As to vegetable waxes, to which this 
article must be confined, they are very 
numerous—even those which are ex- 
ploited commercially, and to which veg- 
etable tallow is very similar in nature 
and uses. 


Vegetable wax occurs in almost every 
part of the vegetable organism, and is 
intended as a safeguard against damp, 
for which reason it appears in the 
leaves of the eucalyptus, in the cap- 


In drying such material as would not 
be injured by passing the products of 
combustion direct through the material, 
the outlet in the arch or the pipe on 
top of dryer is not used, and the tight- 
head at the discharge end is left out, 
allowing the products of combustion to 
enter the discharge ends of compart- 
ments, passing through the material, 
taking with it the moisture as fast as 
it is freed and discharging same 
through fan. 

The four compartment dryer presents 
to the heat just twice the number of 
square feet of heating surface that a 
plain cylinder dryer of the same diam- 
eter would have. The material is con- 
stantly being lifted and cascaded 
through the heat and dropped on other 
hot surfaces. Everyone familiar with 
drying knows that it is slow work to 
dry material in a body, and knows the 
importance of constant cascading and 
spreading material thinly on hot sur- 
faces. The heat can easily penetrate 
through a thin body of material and at 
the same time moisture can escape 
much easier. 

As the feed to tne dryer is daivided 
into four parts, giving each compart- 
ment its portion, the dryer its practi- 
cally balanced, requiring very little 
power to drive. Further particulars will 
be cheerfully furnished on application 
to the manufacturers.

Vegetable Waxes, 
Strictly speaking, all waxes are of 
vegeatble origin—not because, as was 


formerly believed, the bee collects its 
wax ready formed for building its 


the cork oak. Unfortunately, these 
sources do not yield sufficient supplies 
to be available commercially, and trade 
is forced to confine itself to a few 
species in which the vegetable tallow 
is present in notable quantities, either 
in the fruit or in the leaves. These 
species are principally palms, grasses, 
Moraceae and Myricaceae. In their na- 
tive countries these waxes are used for 
candle-making, and they now form the 
material of a considerable international 
trade, and although brittle when used 
alone, they are often mixed with bees- 
wax for adulteration sake. Before this 
can be done, however, they must be 
earefully purified and bleached, for 
they are generally of a greenish yel- 
low color, or a more or less dark brown. 
Their density closely approximates to 
that of water, their fusion point varies 
between 35 and 83.5 degrees C., and they 
are insoluble in water, slightly soluble 
in alcohol, and freely soluble in ether 
and essences. They do not burn so well 
as the animal waxes. They all contain 
carbon, hydrogen and oxygen. Some 
contain free palmitic acid and palmi- 
tine, others free cerotic acid or ceroxy- 
line, etc. 


The vegetable wax which is called 
Brazil or carnauba wax has the high- 
est fusion point of all, and is thereby 
clearly distinguished from all the oth- 
ers. It comes from a tree of the 
same name, Carnauba, a native appel- 
lation for several species of palm, such 
as Arrudaria cerifera, Corypha cerif-

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era, and Marteo pernicia. It is widely 
spread in Brazil and Uruguay, and 
seems to be indigenous to the States of 
Ceara and Rio Grande del Norte. As 
Wiener remarks, although it multiplies 
with prodigious rapidity along water- 
courses, the dryness of the State of 
Ceara favors its growth, for it appears 
luxuriant and in full sap where the ar- 
gillo-siliceous soil is cracked by the 
drought, and at a time when the 
growth of all ordinary vegetation is 
checked. It is doubtless in order that 
it may resist the torrid heat that the 
leaves of the carnauba tree are covered 
with a layer of wax. From the leaves 
the wax is collected in the form of 
small ash-colored scales, having a char- 
acteristic smell and readily pulveriza- 
ble under the fingers. The wax falls off 
of its own accord when the leaves are 
fully grown, and it is therefore har- 
vested while the leaves are young. It 
is then dried and stamped in a mortar, 
and then fused to separate it from 
other bodies which the scales contain. 


Carnauba wax is hard and brittle and 
of a greenish-gray color.

United States use it for varnishes, for 
making clothes impermeable, and even 
as an insulator. It is always enployed 
mixed with beeswax. 


We can find another yielder of vege- 
table wax without leaving South Amer- 
ica, namely, the tree sometimes called 
the wax palm of New Granada,. This 
name includes Ceroxylon andolica, C. 
Klopstockia, and C. australe. It grows 
in profusion in the mountain district 
separating the Rivers Magdalena and 
Cauca. Its entire trunk, which at- 
tains to a great height, is covered 
with a kind of resin which is the wax 
desired, and which often gives the 
trunk somewhat of the appearance of 
white marble. To collect the wax 
the tree is cut down and scraped with 
a@ special tool. In this way about 
twenty poumds are got for every foot 
in the length of the trunk. The wax 
is then purified from foreign matter 
by fusion. The wax burns too fast 
by itself, but mixed with tallow it 
makes excellent candles. These trees 
are becoming rapidly exterminated. 

The Myricaceae which yield wax have 
a wide range. The candleberry ex- 
tends over the temperate regions of 
the whole world, both in the Northern 


and Southern hemisphere. It is ex- 
ploited, however, hardly anywhere 


except at the Cape and in Louisiana. 
The shrubs comprise Myrica cerifera, 
M. cordifolia, and M. carolinensis. 
The fruits are covered with a resinous 
or rather a waxy secretion. The fusel

An important place must be given 
among vegetable waxes to Japan 
wax, which has been ably described 
by the Abbe Evrard. It has only 
been on foreign markets for about 
thirty-five years, but has rapidly be- 



































come an important article of trade. 
It is extracted from at least four 
plants—Rhus succedanea, R. vernici- 


fera, R. sylvestris, and Ligustrum 
ibota. The trunks of the second of 
these species, called Wrushi in Ja- 


panese, furnish the famous Japanese 
lacquer, and, as it cannot be made to 
furnish that as “well as wax, it is 
usual to call upon it only to supply 
lacquer, which it alone can do, and to 
rely upon the three other species for 
wax. R. sylvestris (yamabaze) and 
Ligustrum (ibota) are common 
enough, but they are not made much 
use of, as their yield of wax is small. 
Practically, then, R, swecedanea is de- 
pended upon for wax almost entirely. 
lt is principally cultivated in the 
islands of Kiousiou and Thikshou, in 
the center of Nippon, and it grows 
well both on plain and mountain, and 
especially in sandy, gravelly soils. The 
young plants are raised from _ seed, 
and become productive at the age of 
seven years, giving at first from seven 
to fifteem younds of fruit per foot in 
height, but later from fifty-five to 
eighty, and scmetimes even as much 
as 200 nounds. At the age of forty 
the yield of the tree begins to lessen, 
and it is cut down at about a yard 
from the ground and the stump is 
grafted. The flowers appear in April 
and the fruits ripen in November. The 
fruits yield about 2 per cent. of their 
weight in wax. The fruits are never 
treated for the extraction of the wax 
until the April following the harvest. 
The wax improves as the fruit gets 
older. They are first threshed and win- 
nowed, to free them from stalks. They 
are then ground to the finest possible 
flour, with repeated sifting and _ re- 
grinding of the coarser particles till 
everything passes through the sifter, 
To get the best wax the seeds must be 
removed from the fruits before they 
are ground. To extract the wax the 
flour is steamed on a hempen cloth 
stretched over boiling water, and then 
compressed in a special apparatus, 
This consists in the main of a metal 
cylinder with square wooden rods ar- 
ranged vertically round its internal 
surface, and having a hole in its bot- 
tom for the wax to run ow at. The 
flour is placed inside the rods in a 
hempen bag, and then the pressure is 
applied. The oil cake can be broken 
up and again pressed, but the second

It is then dried in the sun on 
screens. There it is stirred every day 
with a rake, and completely turned 
over twice a week. It is sometimes 
necessary to sprinkle the screens with 
water to prevent the solar heat from 
melting the wax. After two or three 
weeks the wax is ready for the second 
fusion (nakain), which only differs 
from the first (aodashi) in the fact 
that no lye is used. At the end of two 
or three weeks more the wax is fused 
for the third time, after a last insola- 
tion, and cast into rectangular molds 
and allowed to cccl very slowly. At 
that stage it is sor:etimes mixed with 
a little oil to make it less brittle. It 
is now ready for the market.

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Further Note on the Constituents 
of Lemon Oil. 


BY JOHN C. UMNEY AND RALPH B.

In a paper read before the British 
Pharmaceutical Conference at Belfast, 
we pointed out that a constituent, 
which eould not be without effect on 
the odor of lemon oll, had up to that 
time been overlooked. Working with 
Messina oil, from 1.2 to 1.4 per cent. of 
ester was obtained, the characters ot 
which led ug to believe that it was ger- 
anyl acetate, and approximately the 
same quantity of total ester was ob- 
tained from oil of the Palermo variety. 

We have found that the physical 
characters of concentrated o#ls of the 
two varieties from which the aldehydes 
have been removed by the process de- 
scribed later are very markedly differ- 
ent, and it was in order to determine 
the reason of such variation that our 
experiments were considerably ex- 
tended. 

Messina Oil.—2,000 c.c. of oil of Mes- 
sina variety, from which the stearop-

tillate neutralized with decinormal soda 
solution and evaporated to dryness.

degrees and 240 degrees C. under nor. 
mal pressure, the characters of which 
were: 
















Wor the separation and identification 
of the alcohols in the two oils 10 liters 
of the Messina o!] were concentrated and 
purified as previously stated. The oil 
was saponified with the _ theoretical 
quantity of semi-normal alepholic pot- 
ash solution, washed, thoroughly freed 
from alcohol, dried, and fractionated 
under reduced pressure. 

This yielded a fraction boiling from 
225 degrees to 240 degrees C., having the 
following characters:

Special search has been made for cit- 
ronellol, the alcohol obtained by reduc- 
tion from citronellal, which is present 
in both varieties of lemon oil, but we 
have not up to the present been able 
to obtain any indication of its presence. 

It is evident from these results that 
the difference in odor of Palermo and 
Messina varieties of lemon oil, although 
in part due to the different relative pro- 
portions of citral and citronellal, is also 
considerably affected by the nature of 
the esters present, and the small pro- 
portion of linalyl acetate is probably 
not without effect upon the odor and 
taste of the Palermo variety.—Pharma- 
eoutical Journal.

LINSEED.—A European demand fv1 
our flaxseed has caused a recent 
vance in that product of 7e., and oil 
has naturally shown the effect of this, 
although the advance in the latter has 
not kept pace with that of the former. 
City crushers announced another all- 
round advance of lc. on Thursday, the 
figures now being on the basis of 37c. 
for raw in less than five-barrel lots. 
There is a steady demand from con- 
sumers and a feeling of confidence 
among buyers. Calcutta oil remains 
steady at 54c. 

COTTONSEED, CRUDE.—Late re- 
ports from the Atlantic indicate that 
the quality of oil from that section is 
improving. With quarantine restrictions 
raised, as is being done in some loca- 
tions in the valley, freer offeeings 
from that section is daily expected. 
There has been a good demand from 








the West for Texas crude, and prices 
there have been raised. Sales have 


been made of several large lots at 13c., 
and at the close 13%4c. was bid, with 
13%c. generally asked. The receipts of 
crude at this port continue light and 
find ready sale from dock at 17@17\'4c., 
according to quality. Western soap- 
makers have taken up a fair quantity 
off crude at 12%@12%c., but so far the 
offerings of this class of oil have not 
been free by the mills, though it 
barely possible later on, when’ stocks 
become more plentiful, they may be 
able to secure further supplies at more 
advantageous figures. Refiners in Chis 
section are more particular of the qual- 
ity, and only buy such as will make 
a good oil for bleaching. It is. the 
quality more than the price which in- 
terests them. Sales are reported of 350 
bbls. prime quality at 17%c., 100 bbls. 
do. at lic., 12 tanks prime at 13%c., 9 
do. off quality at 13c., 35 tanks Texas 
at 13@13%c., 12 tanks Atlantic off at 
12%c., and 6 tanks do, at 13c.

REFINED.—Prime summer yellow, 
for immediate delivery, has been in 


good demand, and the quality is scarce, 
While there has been a fair amount of 
prime oil offering in the Southwest, the 
attitude of purchasers at this end has 
been to supply themselves only for 
their immediate wants, trusting thal 
the near future might bring a more 
liberal supply of prime oil to this mar- 
ket. In consequence little prime oil 
has found its way here, the buyers, on 
the one hand, showing little inclination 
to bid outside prices for shipments 
that might only arrive here a month 
hence, and, on the other hand, arrivals 
of prime quality from the Atlantic 
States have been next to nothing. As 
might have been expected, the scarcity 
in this market of real good grades has 
found expression in a_ sharp rise in 
strictly choice butter and white oils, 
while good grades that would not come 
under this classification have as yet re- 
ceived only a moderate benefit from ex- 
isting conditions; and this is all the 
more surprising, as even off-grades, 
which cannot be expected to share in 
the fortunes of edible qualities, have 
advanced %c. per gallon. The situation 
is still one of hesitancy on both sides. 
We have heard the clamor of scarcity 
of prime oil in former seasons to be 
followed by a plentiful supply of same, 
so that the cry of the wolf seems to 
have lost its effect on buyers. Yet 
there is hardly a dissenting voice in the 
reports from the Atlantic States and 
the Mississippi Valley, at least, show-

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ing bad condition of the seed and con- 
sequently unsatisfactory quality of the 
oil. So that, even if the demand for 
prime oil from Europe is to be less 
than last year, a shortage of prime 
grades is more than likely to make it- 
self felt acutely, and probably earlior 
in the season than some Suspect. There 
is still a scarcity of ocean freight room 
for October and November, and those 
who have been fortunate to have room 
secured have been hustling around to 
secure Oil, and this is the main cause 
assigned for the advance in the price 
for spot or October oil. Foreign mar- 
kets have all responded to this advance 
in ocean freights, but not sufficient to 
warrant paying the prices asked for 
October and November. There has 
been considerable done in off yellow for 
October and November at 20%c., but 
holders having advanced their price to 


21c. for November-December further 
business for the moment has been 
checked. There is no ocean freight 


room obtainable at New Orleans before 
December, and this for only a limited 
quantity. However, should quarantine 
restrictions be raised generally, as is 
now likely to be the case, throughout 
the fever section of the valley, steam- 
ers, no doubt, will be put on and thus 
relieve the situation very materially in 
that section. White oil is scarce and 
offered only in a limited way at 28@ 
28¥%¢c. ‘There is more demand for win- 
ter yellow, and at 26c, a large business 
could be done, but the chief makers de- 
cline to shade 27c. The market closes 
steady at 23c. for prime yellow, though 
a few stray lots might be picked up at 
22%c. For late October off yellow is 
held at 2l1c., with 20%c. bid for No- 
vember. The sales reported comprise

The Vanilla Crops. 


Paris reports that the 1897-’98 crop of 
Bourbon and other vanilla-producing 
countries has now completely arrived in 
Europe. As foreseen, 120,00 kilos have 
been supplied by Bourbon; the exports 
to the end of July from St. Denis 
amounted to 120,802 kilos, and there 
was then about 5,000 kilos on the 
spot:

The large decrease in the crops of 
Mayotte, Great Comores, Anjouan and 
Mokeli is due to the two disastrous 
cyclones which destroyed most of the 
Comores crop in February. From 
Bourbon the news of the large de- 
crease, consequence of the persistent 
drought of the first months of 1898, is 
now confirmed; some _ think it will 
amount to 50 per cent., but a crop of 
80,000 kilos as a maximum may be 
reckoned upon, so that we should have 
a decrease of 65,000 kilos on the 1898- 
99 crop, as compared with that of 1897- 
’98. Stocks are not much larger than 
last year, in spite of the very large pro- 
duction of 1897-98, owing to great in- 
crease in the consumption. The stock 
in Paris is 23,000 kilos; in Bordeaux. 
17,000 kilos; together, 40,000 kilos, com- 
posed principally of very ordinary 
vanilla, and some of dovbtful preserva- 
tion. In Lonon, Hamburg, etc., the 
stocks are small. We are only now get- 
ting into the busy months; stocks will 
be quickly dealt with, and at the be- 
ginning of 1899 the deficit in the new 
crop will be ascertained. But already 
the fine extra qualities are very scarce 
and dear. Prices have been going down 
gradually for a year to about 25 per 
cent., having fallen from 75f. to 55f. net 
per kilo; for first quality, 18c. From 
8f. to 12f. per kilo has been paid at 
Bourbon for green beans, which is ex- 
actly the parity of net quotations in 
Europe, which proves the confidence of 
importers in the future of this article.

The reports of 
operations during the past week show 
a goodly proportion of wildcat opera- 
tions, and in defined territory new loca- 
tions are being made on every available 
plot of ground. The wells being brought 
in, however, with very few exceptions, 
show no increase in average produc- 
tion, and the rule now appears to be 
wells of smal] caliber, but even a small 
well pays at the prices now realized for 
the product, and a 10 bbl. well, instead 
of proving discouraging, tends to stim- 
ulate further search in the vicinity. The 
proportion of dry holes has also been 
larger of late, as is natural, considering 
the nature of the scramble for loca- 
tions. The runs have apparently in- 
creased, but this is in part due to the 
prompter marketing of the oil and the 
actual average was not much, if any, 
larger, showing that the decrease in the 
production of the older wells requires 
constant large additions to prevent im- 
portant shrinkage in the daily average 


production. The deliveries, however, 
have been lighter, and thus far this 
month there has been no material 


alteration of the conditions as shown 
by the last pipe line report. Trading in 
certificates has not been important.

PREPARATIONS NOT COMMONLY SOLD 
AT RETAIL. 

In this connection the question has 
been raised as to the stamp tax to be 
paid upon preparations which are not 
commonly sold at retail, and upon this 
point the bureau has made a _ ruling 
which is set forth in the following letter 
to the Collector of the First District of 
Missouri: 

“This office is in receipt of a letter 
under date of Sept. 24, 1898, from the 
Antikamnia Chemical Company, St. 
Louis, Mo., acknowledging receipt, 
through you, of a ruling by this office 
that antikamnia is held to be taxable 
under Schedule B as a_ trade-mark 
medicinal preparation, and asking fur- 
ther ruling relative to the amount of tax 
stamp required to be affixed to the prep- 
aration. 

“This office is reliably informed that, 
ordinarily, antikamnia is never sold at 
retail, but is sold to the druggist, to be 
used in compounding prescriptions; 
hence this office holds that the stamp 
tax shall be computed upon the price 
sold to the dispensing druggist, and 
which in the case of antikamnia is $1. 

“The fact that antikamnia is occasion- 
ally sold in bulk packages to the con- 
sumer at a price in advance of the price 
sold to the dealer will mot be deemed 
sufficient ground upon which to charge 
bad faith on the part of the manufac- 
turer, if the article is only stamped at 
the price sold to the dealer. 

“This ruling not only applies to anti- 
kKamnia, but to all medicinal prepara- 
tions that are sold to the dispensing 
druggist, to be used in compounding 
prescriptions, which are not ordinarily 
sold at retail.” 


PRIVATE DIES. 

The amended ruling of the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue concerning 
private dies for proprietary stamps, 
which was printed in these columns last 
week, has been still further modified in 
the interests of manufacturers. Under 
the amended regulations, private dies to 
be affixed to proprietary articles were 
restricted to four sizes, ranging from 
one inch by one-half inch to four and a 
half inches by one inch. As this range 
of sizes has not proven satisfactory to 
many manufacturers, the bureau has 
decided that while this schedule must 
be maintained for stamps that are to be 
gummed or perforated by the Govern- 
ment, yet large manufacturers, who are 
willing to order not less than $5,000 
worth of stamps at any one time will be 
permitted to submit dies of other sizes, 
the same to be approved by the Com- 
missioner, and the stamps therefrom 
printed by the Government and deliv- 
ered without gumming or perforation.

Appendix to Free Alcohol Brief. 


Washington, Oct, 21, 1898. 


The counsel for the claimant in the 
free alcohol test case, which is to be ar- 
gued in the Supreme Court on Nov. 14, 
have decided to present to the court an 
important issue, the decision of which 
will establish a far-reaching precedent, 
involving a large proportion of the 
claims of manufacturers for rebate on 
alcohol used in the industrial arts. It 
was the original plan to prepare a spe- 
cial test case to determine whether 
manufacturers who purchased alcohol 
on which the tax was paid prior to the 
date of the passage of the Wilson act 
(Aug. 28, 1894), were entitled to rebate. 
This was a question of overshadowing 
importance, because of the enormous 
quantity of alcohol on the market upon 
which tax had been paid at the 90-cent 
rate, and which was sufficient to sup- 
ply many manufacturers during the 
greater portion of the period up to the 
date of the repeal of Section 61. It has 
now been decided ‘to present this issue 
to the Supreme Court and to argue it as 
an important feature of the Dunlap test 
case. On this point an appendix has 
been prepared to the claimant’s brief 
filed in the Supreme Court, from which 
the following extract is taken: 

“It has been contended by counsel fot 
the United States in the court below 
that a recovery, if at all, can only be 
for the amount of tax paid subsequent 
to Aug. 28, 1894. The act itself makes 
no such discrimination. A rebate is to 
be paid upon the delivery of the stamps 
which ‘show that a tax has been paid 
thereon,’ and the rebate is to be ‘of 
the tax so paid.’ 

“The rebate is promised to the manu- 
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facturer who uses the alcohol upon his 
showing that a tax has been paid there- 
on. To support the defendants’ con- 
struction it would be necessary for the 
claimant to be required by the statute 
to ‘show that a tax has been paid there- 
on since Aug. 28, 1894,’ to entitle him to 
rebate. This construction requires the 
importation into the statute of words 
not expressed and in no degree implied. 
It rests neither upon the terms of the 
statute nor upon sound reason. 

“The intent of Congress is clear. Al- 
cohol has, since 1862, been subjected to a 
heavy burden of taxation, based upon 
its use as a beverage. With the view 
of freeing alcohol in the arts from taxa- 
tion, Congress provided that all persons 
so using it should be entitled to a re- 
bate equal to the entire tax paid, upon 
exhibition and delivery of the stamps 
showing payment. No mention was 
made of the amount of tax paid, Con- 
gress evidently contemplating that 
whatever may have been the amount 
paid, the alcohol employed in the man- 
ner described in the act should be free 
of tax. 

“Tt was argued below that as no con- 
tract for payment of the tax existed un- 
til Aug. 28, 1894, no right to rebate ac- 
crued when the tax was paid before 
that date. This is an essential misap- 
prehension of the contract. There is no 
contract between the distiller, who is 
the original taxpayer, and ‘the Govern- 
ment. The contract is between the Gov- 
ernment and the manufacturer who uses 
the alcohol. The promise is that if he 
uses alcohol in the arts he shall receive 
a rebate of the tax, The material date is 
that of the use of the alcohol in the arts 
and not of the payment of the tax. If 
used after Aug. 28, 1894, no matter when 
the tax was paid, the Government has 
agreed with the manufacturer to refund 
the tax. 

“The construction now contended for 
is in no just sense retrospective. A re- 
cent able work, ‘Black on Interpreta- 
tion of Laws,’ p. 247, thus defines a re- 
trospective law: 

**A4 retrospective law is one which 
looks backwards of contemplates the 
past; one which is made to affect acts 
or transactions occurring before it came 
into effect, or rights already accrued, 
and which imparts to them character- 
istics, or ascribes to them effects, which 
were not inherent in their nature in the 
contemplation of the law as it stood at 
the time of their occurrence.’ 

“Authorities are cited in support of 
this definition, and it is said: 

“*A statute cannot properly be called 
retrospective merely because a part of 
the requisites for its operation may be 
drawn from a time antecedent to its 
passage.’ 

“Even if the construction herein con- 
tended for be retrospective, it would not 
follow that it is for that reason alone to 
be rejected. The Constitution contains 
no inhibition upon the passage of retro- 
spective laws by Congress where they 
do not make an act criminal which was 
not so before the passage of the act, or 
deprive any person of his property with- 
out due process of law. The courts often 
give a _ retrospective construction to 
statutes that disturb no vested rights. 
Hawkins vs. United States, 19 C. Cls. 
611; McNamara vs. United States, 28 C. 
Cls. 416. 


“In an opinion of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral of April 19, 1895 (21 Opinions, 159), 
it is held that the provision of the copy- 
right act of March 3, 1891, that during 
the existence of the copyright the im- 
portation into the United States of the 
copyrighted book shall be prohibited 
since the passage of the act, but ex- 
tends to all books lawfully copyrighted, 
whether before or since the passage of 
the statute. 

“To put the question in a concrete 
form will show the illogical conse- 
quences of a different construction of 
the act. Let us suppose that two man- 
ufacturers in the same line of business 
(say, the manufacturers of hats), on the 
day after the passage of the act, pur- 
chased the same quantity of alcohol and 
used it in precisely the same manner. 
One purchased alcohol upon which the 
tax had been paid prior to Aug. 28, 1894, 
of 90 cents a gallon. The other pur- 
hased alcohol which may also have been 
fully produced prior to Aug. 28, 1894, 
though not taken out of bond till the 
day after, upon which the tax of $1.10, 
as provided by the new law, had been 
paid. The new rate of tax took effect 
upon all alcohol upon which the tax had 
not already been paid, though already 
produced and in bond. Of these two 
manufacturers, though both might have 
paid precisely the same price for the 
article, one, according to the theory sug- 
gested, would be entitled to a rebate of 
$1.10 a gallon on the alcohol used by 


him, while the other, upon whose goods 
a tax of only 90 cents had been paid, 
would be entitled to nothing at 
all. According to this theory, 
the Government would save _ not 
merely the difference of 20 cents a 
gallon in the tax by a manufacturer 
using alcohol upon which the tax had 
been paid before Aug. 28, 1894, but the 
entire amount of the rebate. Surely a 
theory leading to such an absurd conse- 
quence cannot be correct, especially 
when it would involve a strained con- 
struction of the very terms of the act. 

“On the contrary, every consideration 
of sound reason is entirely in favor of 
the opposite construction. If a manu- 
yacturer, on Aug. 28, 1894, had on hand 
alcohol upon which a tax had already 
been paid, it was to the advantage of 
the Government that he should use this 
and secure a rebate upon it at the rate 
of 90 cents a gallon rather than pur- 
chase alcohol upon which the tax had 
been paid after Aug. 28, 1894, and se- 
cure a refund of $1.10 a gallon. The po- 
sition assumed by counsel for the United 
States would have obliged him to sell 
ai such alcohol in his possession and 
buy a new stock. Then he could obtain 
from the Treasury 20 cents a_ gallon 
more than if he had used his original 
stock. 

“In this case it is readily supposable 
(though the record does not expressly 
show it) that the claimant did not buy 
this alcohol until after Aug. 28, 1894. To 
declare his entire rebate forfeited be- 
cause he did not purchase alcohol upon 
which the United States would have 
been obliged to pay 20 cents a gallon 
more rebate would violate the principle 
laid down by this court in United States 
vs. Kirby, 7 Wall., 482, 487: 

‘General terms should be so limited 
in their application as not to lead to in- 
justice, oppression, or an absurd conse- 
quence. It will always, therefore, be 
presumed that the Legislature intended 
exceptions to its language which would 
avoid results of this character. The rea- 
son of the law in such cases-should pre- 
vail over its letter.’ ”’

Geographical Names May Be Trade 
Marked, 


In an appeal from the Circuit Court 
of the United States for the District 
of Massachusetts, to the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals for the First 
Circuit, Circuit Judge Putnam has writ- 
ten an opinion in effect that if a manu- 
facturer, producer or dealer furnishes 
goods of such excellent quality, and 
builds up so extensive a trade, that his 
trade name becomes a distinctive ap- 
pellation of the locality where his busi- 
ness is pursued, he is not thereby pre- 
vented from having a trade mark right 
in the name. The questions Involved in 
the case are of sufficient importance to 
the readers of The Reporter to war- 
rant our publishing the opinion of the 
court, substantially as it was delivered. 
The Judge said: 

“This is an appeal from an order 
granting a temporary injunction, and 
relates to an alledged trade mark or 
trade name, ‘Pocahontas,’ used in the 
coal traffic. This has been used for 
fully twenty years by the complainants 
below, and their predecessors in title, 
in a very extensive trade, with un- 
broken public acquiescence, until the 
controversy out of which this litigation 
arose in this Circuit and in the Fourth 
Circuit. It does not indicate merely 
that the complainants below are the 
producers of the coal sold, but quite 
as much that it is sorted and put on 
the market under their implied repre- 
sentation of uniform quality and ex- 
cellence. In addition to the public ac- 
quiescence of which we have spoken, 
there has been, prior to the injunction 
order appealed from, an adjudication, 
in the Circuit Court in the Fourth Cir- 
cuit, sustaining the claimed trade mark 
or trade name, and enjoining its in- 
fringement, 

“It is said that the complainants’ 
coal, and also the alleged infringing 
coal, come from an extensive locality, 
now generally known under the name 
of ‘Pocahontas’; and it is claimed that 
the case, therefore, falls within the 
rule of Canal. Co, v. Clark (13 Wall., 
311) and Mill Co, v. Alcorn (150 U. §&., 
60, 1 Sup. Ct., 151). But, even if this 
were true in a general sense, it would 
remain to be considered whether the 
Supreme Court, in Singer Mfg. Co. v. 
June Mfg, Co. (163 U. S., 169, 203, 204, 16 
Sup, Ct., 1002), was not compelled to a 
qualification of the broad principle, 
claimed to have been stated in the cases 
referred to, as applied to trade marks 
and trade names which have been long 
and extensively used, and have become 
widely recognized by the public at 





large, even when they might not have 
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originated in accordance with the 
ordinary rules of law. In that case 
the court found that some qualification 
of the rule that a word which indicates 
quality cannot be protected as a trade 
mark or trade name is necessary, at 
least in some classes of cases; and 
there is ground for maintaining that 
this applies with the same necessity 
to trade marks and trade names which 
represent well known localities as to 
those of the character of that in ques- 
tion in that case. We do not, how- 
ever, find it necessary to decide, at 
present, whether or not any qualifica- 
tion of that nature would be applicable 
to the case at bar, because so sharp a 
question does not now arise. Some of 
the reasons which render it necessary 
under some circumstances to protect, 
at least to a qualified extent, a trade 
mark of a geographical origin, were 
given by us in Levy v. Waitt (10 C. Cc, 
A., 227, 61 Fed., 1008, 1012, 10 CG. C. A. 
227). 

“The exact rule of Mill Co. v, Alcorn 
is implied in the following statement, 
at page 464 150 U. S., and at page 152, 
14 Sup, Ct.: 

“‘*The word “Columbia” is not the 
subject of exclusive appropriation, un- 
der the general rule that a word or 
words, in common use as designating 
locality or section of a country, cannot 
be appropriated by anyone as his ex- 
clusive trade mark.’ 

“This is explained in the same opin- 
ion, at page 465, by citing from Canal 
Co, v. Clark (ubi supra) the following 
expression: 

“The word Lackawanna was not de- 
vised by the complainants. They found 
it a settled and known appellative of a 
district in which their coal deposits and 
those of others were situated. At the 
time they began to use it, it was a 
recognized description of the region, 
and, of course, of the earth and miner- 
als in the region.’ 

“It is necessary to recognize carefully 
the distinction which these expressions 
imply. Otherwise, a manufacturer, pro- 
ducer or dealer who furnishes goods of 
such excellent quality that they build 
up so extensive a trade as to give a 
distinctive name to the locality where 
it is pursued, would be defeated of the 
just fruits of his industry and integrity 
by the very fact of his own meritorious 
conduct. Therefore, even under the rule 
as stated in Mill Co, v. Alcorn (ubi 
supra), and without the qualification 
recognized in Singer Mfg. Co. v. June 
Mfg. Co. (ubi supra), the case at bar, 
as presented to the court below, and 
also to this court, involves a difficult 
question of fact, to the effect whether, 
at the time the trade mark or trade 
name in question was adopted, the word 
Pocahontas was in common use, as 
designating a known locality, or 
whether the locality gained its name 
from the complainants. Therefore the 
Circuit Court was not met with a pure 
question of law, but with a mixed ques- 
tion of law and fact; and, by the well 
settled principles touching the granting 
of temporary injunctions, the court was 
fully justified in its action by the long 
and unbroken acquiescence, without 
reference to the adjudication in the 
Fourth Circuit to which we have re- 
ferred. 

“The defendants below suggest that 
the acquiescence was not unbroken as 
stated by us, because the affidavits 
show that there was one dealer, Brown- 
ing, who shipped his coal as Pocahon- 
tas coal; but they also show that all 
such coal was plainly tagged as follows: 
‘Pocahontas coal, from the Browning 
Mines.’ This, so far from interrupting 
the public acquiescence to which we 
have referred, supported it by an evi- 
dent attempt on the part of Browning 
to bring himself within the rule stated 
in Singer Mfg. Co. v. June Mfg. Co. 

“Since the granting of the injunction 
in the case before us by the court be- 
low, and since the appeal to this court 
and the argument at bar on the appeal, 
the Circuit Court of Appeals for the 
Fourth Circuit, in Coffman vy. Castner 
(by an opinion passed down May 3, 
1898, 87 Fed., 457), has held that the 
claimed trade mark or trade name, 
‘Pocahontas,’ cannot be sustained, and 
has reversed the adjudication of the 
Circuit Court to which we have re- 
ferred, and has remanded the cause to 
that court with instructions to dismiss 
the suit. As the complainants in this 
case were the complainants in the case 
in the Fourth Circuit, it may be that, 
if this had occurred before the action 
of the court below, now appealed from, 
no temporary injunction would have 
been granted. But, as the injunction 
was granted before the decision of the 
Circuit Court of Appeals wasannounced, 
the position is radically different. The 
order was clearly proper when made, 
and, if the circumstances remained un- 
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changed, we could not reverse it. If the 
decision in the Fourth Circuit were in 
all respects final, we should hesitate to 
allow the injunction to continue, es- 
pecially as the parties complainant are 
the same in each case. It is, however, 
not final, as it may be reversed, pos- 
sibly on a writ of certiorari from the 
Supreme Court, It would not be seemly 
for the courts in one circuit to grant, 
dissolve and perhaps renew, temporary 
injunctions according to varying con- 
ditions of litigation in other circuits; 
so that, as this injunction was clearly 
proper when granted, our only suitable 
course is not to interfere with it for 
any reason now apparent to us, 

“We, of course, do not mean to limit 
the usual powers of the court below 
over the injunction, as, while we ac- 
cept the usual form of order, we at- 
tach to it the qualifications stated by 
us in Davis Electrical Works v, Edison 


Electric Light Co. (8 C. C. A., 615, 60 
Fed., 276, 282). 
“Some incidental matters were 


brought to our attention by the parties; 
but we believe all of them are rendered 
unimportant in view of the conclusions 
which we have stated. As neither party 
takes from our decision anything sub- 
stantial, and as the circumstances are 
without precedent, we are not satisfied 
that equity requires that the appellents 
should pay the costs of this appeal. The 
order appealed from is affirmed, neither 
party to recover costs of appeal.”

FLAXSEED.—Local arrivals, as _ re- 
ported by the inspection department, 
have been slightly in excess of those for 
the six days preceding the daily post- 
ings, showing 489 cars received, as 
against 452 the week before and 558 cars 
a fortnight ago. The foregoing figures 
indicate total receipts of 283,620 bushels, 
although the secretary of the Board of 
Trade report s316,170 bushels. Less than 
17 per cent. of the total for the week 
has fallen below contract grade. Total 
inspected arrivals at this point since the 
commencement of the current crop year 
foot up 2,416,140 bushels. 

The outward movement has been un- 
expectedly brisk. A summary of the 
inspector’s daily bulletins shows 242,143 
bushels shipped, as contrasted with 125,- 
269 last week and 201,067 bushels the 
week before that. The secretary’s fig- 
ures show shipments of 227,292 bushels. 
There is good authority for stating that 
fully 2,000,000 bushels of seed have been 
contracted for in foreign markets. The 
week’s inspected arrivals have exceeded 
the shipments by only 2,400 bushels. 

Total increase in the visible supply in 
the Northwest, 162,214 bushels. The ap- 
pended tabular statement affords a com- 
parative view of the available stocks at

good. Reported sales of cash seen on 
’Change for the period under review | 
foot up 166 cars and 5,000 bushels. No. 
1 Northern opened at 91%c. and closed 
at 96c. Regular No. 1 sold sparingly at 


14%4,@l1c. lower. 
at 83@92l4c., the outside being obtaina- 
ble only for moderately choice seed from 
the Northwest. There was some buying 
for export, but this description of in- 
quiry received a setback when orear 
freights advanced. Not all the seed ar- 
riving came on the market, some of it, 
seemingly, being held to meet future re- 
quirements. There appears to be yet a 
decided disposition to protect October 
sales by way of transfer to December or 
May. 

FLAXSEED AT DULUTH.—Seed 
continues to arrive very freely. The 
inspection department reports 915 cars 
for the period under review, as against 
848 cars last week and 929 cars the week 
before. During the corresponding week 
of last year there were inspected 313 
cars. That these figures furnish appar- 
ent data for comparisons cannot be de- 
nied, but it might prove unwise to draw 
conclusions rashly and without taking 
attendant circumstances into consider- 
ation. Trading has been chiefly in Oc- 
tober delivery, which has ruled steady 
at 904% @90%c. December opened at 89c. 
and closed at 90c., while “to arrive” seed 
brought 404%@90%c. Duluth warehouse- 
“men report shipments of 265,667 bushels. 
Minneapolis, 301 cars received, as 
against 297 last week and 250 the week 
before. Sales were mainly of cash seed, 
which opened and closed at 88c., after 
selling down to 87%c. It is thought 
that the increase at both Duluth and 
Minneapolis stocks mentioned above 
will be readily absorbed by current re- 
quirements. 

OIL CAKE.—The continued apprecia- 
tion of ocean freights with no advance 
in foreign bids indicates a reduction in 
the net price for cake in this market 
early in the period under review. Later 
a fairly brisk inquiry, added to the 
knowledge that local stocks are very 
light, rather encouraged holders to in- 
sist on an advance. In consequence ex- 
porters have found it necessary to ad- 
vance their offers, sales having been ne- 
gotiated this week—for October and No- 
vember shipment—on the basis of $21@ 
$21.25 per ton, according to brand. The 
market closed fairly firm at or near the 
outside figures, the inquiry extending 
over the whole of November. Linseed 
oil cake continues quiet, but nominally 
firm at the customary appreciation 
above unground cake—$1 per ton for car 
lots. Actual transactions are usually 
on a considerably lower basis. 

OLEO CAKE.—The local market has 
been quiet, but has ruled about steady, 
as regards both demand and prices. 
The persistent refusal of natural butter 
to appreciate all through the West 
may have been a factor in the situation. 
On the other hand, melters have been 
rather conservative in the matter of 
output, and this week’s exportations are 
estimated at only 3,100 tierces, as 
against 3,518 tierces the week before. 
Cable advices from Rotterdam indicate 
a falling off in sales: 1,400 tierces this 
week, as against 2,000 last. Dutch 
stocks in first hands, however, are re- 
ported the same as a week ago, i. e., 
2,000 tierces. Sales at Rotterdam were 
confined to extra grades, which sold at 
41@42g1d. (chiefly at 41). In other Euro- 
pean centres of distribution, oleo is re-

Extra No. 1 has sold 
in a limited way at what it was worth 
to consumers. Pressers’ quotations for 
this variety are 29@30c. Such lower 
grades as No. 1 and No. 2 are wholly 
nominal, but may be quoted, respective- 
ly, at 25c. and 23c. 

LARD.—There were free offerings 
early, and only a moderate inquiry. The 
immediate result was a decline of 74@ 
10c. in market values. Then occurred 
freer buying, part of which was pre- 
sumably in the “short” interest, and a 
corresponding reaction. Speculative 
trading was active, although the feel- 
ing all around was more or less unset- 
tled. More favorable foreign advices 
tended to induce liberal shipments, al- 
though the appreciation in ocean 
freights rather operated as a check 
upon exportation. There seems to be 
a decided disposition on the part of 
pressers to deliver lard in tanks. Most 
of the speculative trading has been in 
December and January deliveries, which 
have been interchanged at a difference 
of 10c. Sales of cash lard have not been 
so large as has been the average for 
several weeks past; perhaps because 
pressers are persistently urging the 








sales of loose lots. The latter have been 
generally quotable at 17%@20c. under 
December. There has been a fairly good 
inquiry for leaf lard, which has ruled 
at 3%4@5'ec., the market closing at the 
outside. The total movement for the 
week (as compared with the correspond- 
ing week of 1897) has been active. 
To-day’s market was only moderately 
active, but a reduction of offerings, 
coupled with a moderate inquiry, result- 
ed in a tolerably steady feeling. On the 
whole range prices were 24%.@5c. higher. 
December was transferred to January 
at 7i%c. difference. There was a fair 
shipping demand, but sellers asked 24@ 
5e. over December figures, their views 
being somewhat strengthened by favora- 
ble foreign advices. At the close, the 
feeling was rather strong, with Decem- 
ber at $4.92% and January at $5.05. 
TALLOW, GREASE, ETC.—Tallow 
has been in fair request, but not fre- 
quently large lots. Prime packers’ 
closed steady at 4@44c., the bulk of the 
week’s business having been transacted 
at 4@4%c. Prime country was in less 
request, and sold at 34%@3%c. No. 1 
packers’ was a shade lower—3%@3'%c.— 
while No.1 city renderers brought 3%@ 
354c. Grease tallow sold at 2%@3\c. for 
No. 2 packers’, and 3@3%c. for No. 2 
country. On the corresponding date of 
last year, city makes were at 3%4@4c., 
and country tallow at 3%@35c. Oleo 
stearine has been in only moderate de- 
mand, but remains steady at last week’s 
quotation—4%c. Sales of several round 
lots of greases are to be recorded, and 
the week closes with sellers firm at for- 
mer prices. Final quotations were: 
Brown, 2%4@2%c.; yellow, 214%4@256c.; 
white, 3@3%c. During the correspond- 
ing week of 1897, the entire range was 
from 2c. for brown to 3c, for white.

revoked, and antipyrine is held to be 
not taxable.”

Petroleum Trade of Japan. 


The imports of kerosene oil during 
1897 amounted to 25,000,000 gallons, 
value £350,000, entered the port, being 
a falling off of about 500,000 gallons 
from 1896. Rather less than a fifth of 
the total consisted of Russion oil, most- 
ly imported in bulk in specially con- 
structed tank steamers, and rather more 
than one-fifteenth of the total was Su- 
matra or Lankat oil, which is rapidly 
making its way into popular favor, as is 
evident by the import of over 180,000 
cases in 1897, as against less than 10,000 
cases in 1896. This advance is due sim- 
ply to its cheapness, as it is a poorer 
oil and not so well refined as either the 


| Pennsylvanian or the Russian brands.

Indian Opium Trade, 


It is announced by the Indian Gov- 





ernment that not more than 40,800 
chests of Bengal opium will be offered 
for sale during 1899, and not more than 


3,400 in each month, 1,950 chests in each 
month being Benares and 1,450 Patna 
opium. No reduction in these quanti- 
ties will be made without three months’ 
notice. The outturn of opium from 
both the Behar and Benares agencies 


in the season 1897-98, now over, 
amounted to about 82,000 maunds (1 
maund equals 822-7 pounds). From 


this quantity about 4,000 maunds will 
be taken for the manufacture of Excise 
opium for local use, partly by itself, 
and partly by being blended with the 
opium purchased at Malwa. The re- 
mainder, about 79,000 maunds, will be 
converted in equal proportions into 
provision opium for the purpose of be- 
sold as standard Behar and Benares 
opium, packed in chests, each contain- 
ing 1 maund 28 seers 2 chittacks (about 
144 pounds). The total number of such 
chests will be nearly 44,000, which, 
with the number held in reserve from 
the produce of last season, will consti- 
tute in the hands of Government on 
Jan. 1, 1899, a stock of 51,000 chests.

Bengal Cinchona Plantations. 


The policy steadily observed for sev- 
eral years past in these Government 
plantations has been to reduce the 
number of the trees which yield the 
febrifuge, and to plant out only the 
quinine-producing varieties. The crop 
of the year 1896-97 amounted to 629,222 
pounds of dry bark, of which 251,468 
pounds were obtained from the trees 
uprooted in the Government plantation 
in Sikkim, and 377,754 were collected 
from the trees in the plantation pur- 
chased at Nimbong. The bulk of the 
bark was of the quinine-producing sort, 
and with the exception of 1,642 pounds 
supplied to a medical depot and sold to 
the public, the whole crop was, as 
usual, made over to the Cinchona Fac- 
tory for disposal, Besides the bark ob- 
tained by cropping, 122,571 pounds were 
purchased from private plantations at 
Sikkim and Travancore. The outturn 
of the factory, which was strengthened 
by a new turbine, was 10,672 pounds of 
sulphate of quinine and 3,452 pounds of 
cinchona febrifuge, against 9,004 
pounds and 3,124 pounds respectively in 
1895-'96, the total increase being 1,996, 
The stock of quinine in hand at the 
close of the year was 4,548 pounds and 
of febrifuge 1,205 pounds. The revenue 
derived from the sale of sulphate of 
quinine, cinchona febrifuge, cinchona 
bark, and other products of the planta- 
tion amounted to Rs. 171,779, against 
Rs. 189,530 in the previous year. The ex- 
penditures on the plantation amounted 
to Rs. 82,143, against Rs. 79,865 in the 
previous year. The amount spent on 
account of the factory rose from Rs. 
62,982 to Rs. 79,867, which included the 
price paid for the bark purchased from 
private plantations, and the cost of a 
new turbine. The net profit on the 
working of the plantations amounted 
to Rs. 9,767, against Rs. 4,598 in the 
previous. The amount of quinine de- 
livered to the Jail Department for con- 
version into pice-packets for sale to 
the public through the Postal Depart- 
ment was 3,330 pounds, or only 130 
pounds more than the quantity sup- 
plied in 1895-’96. All restrictions on the 
supply of quinine, either in pice-pack- 
ets or in bulk, to other governments and 
administrations, have been withdrawn, 
and Dr. King has been instructed to 
comply with any demands he may re- 
ceive.—Chemist and Druggist.

The improvement noted in the various 
chemicals in our last issue continues, 
and prices generally show a _ decided 
firmness al] around, alkali and caustic 
soda particularly showing signs of an 
awakening from the lethargy which has 
surrounded these articles of late. Brim- 
stone is very scarce on the Spot, and 
fancy prices are easily obtainable for 
any surplus stocks for immediate de- 
livery. Shipments, however, are easier. 
Nitrate of soda is doing better, both on 
the spot and for arrival. Cream of tar- 
tar has been reduced on account of a 
lower foreign argol market. Chlorate of 
potash is quiet, pending the announce- 
ment of the domestic makers regarding 
next year. Oxalic acid is somewhat un- 
settled, pending rumors of lower prices 
for forward contracts. Arsenic is firmer, 
and the same may be said of blue vit- 
riol. The other light chemicals show 
few changes, as detailed below. In their 
letter under date of Liverpool, Oct. 12, 
Messrs. J. P. Brunner & Co. say: 


“Business in heavy chemicals is not 
lively, while at the same, time quota- 
tions show little change. The following 
are particulars of exports of alkali and 
bleaching powder for the month of Sep- 
temper; also for September, 1896 and 
1897, viz.: Alkali (soda ash, caustic 
soda and soda crystals).—Total exports 
during September, 1898, 309,733 cwt.; 
1897, 388,595 cwt.; 1896, 381,326 cwt. To 
the United States alone, 1898, 50,047 cwt.; 
1897, 101,472 cwt.; 1896, 135,373 cwt. 
Bleaching Powder.—Total exports dur- 
ing September, 1898, 82,092 cwt.; 1897, 
110,416 cwt.; 1896, 90,042 cwt. To United 
States alone, 1898, 52,149 cwt.; 1897, 66,- 
348 cwt.; 1896, 51,344 cwt. Soda ash is 
quiet and quotations vary, according to 
export market, the maximum range for 
tierces being about as follows: Leblanc 
ash, 48%, £4 5s. to £4 10s. per ton; 
58%, £4 10s. to £4 15s. per ton, net 
cash. Ammonia ash, 48%, £4 to £4 5s. 
per ton; 58%, £4 5s. to £4 10s. per ton, 
net cash. Bags, 5s. per ton under price 
for tierces. Soda crystals are in mod- 
erate request at £2 17s. 6d. per ton, less 
% for barrels, or 7s. less if taken in 
bags. Caustic soda is dull, and nearest 
spot values are about as follows: 60%, 
£6 to £6 2s. 6d. per ton; 70%, £7 to £7 
2s. 6d. per ton, net cash; 74%, £7 7s. 6d. 
to £7 10s. per ton; 76%, £7 12s. 6d. to 
£7 15s. per ton, net cash. Bleaching 
powder continues slow of sale for hard- 
wood, which is nominally quoted at £5 
7s. 6d. per ton net cash, while 2s. 6d. less 
would probably be accepted by some 
holders. Chlorate of poatsh is offered by 
resellers at 4d. per lb., but buyers do 
not appear to be prepared to pay the 
advance. For delivery over 1899 the quo- 
tations are 314d. per Ib. for crystals and 
356d .per Ib. for powdered, which fig- 
ures are rather lower than the market 
anticipated. Bicarb soda is in fair de- 
mand, while quotations vary according 
to destination, from £5 lis. to £6 lis. 
per ton, less 2%% for the finest quality 
in one-cwt. kegs, with usual allowances 
for larger packages. Sulphate of am- 
monia is held for £10 to £10 2s. 6d. per 
ton, less 2%% for good gray, 24% to 25% 
in double bags f. o. b. here, but there is 
not much doing. Nitrate of soda, while 
not active, is firmly held at £7 17s. 6d. 
to £8 per ton, less 2%% for double bags 
f. o. b. here, as to quality and quantity.” 


Heavy Chemicals, 


ALKALI.—There is an active demiznd 
for domestic high test for prompt de- 
livery for consumption in thc glass in- 
dustry. While it is difficult to buy for 
forward delivery at current prices, the 
trade is invited to send in orders, ‘“‘none 
being too large or too small,” and yet 
manufacturers all deny any agreement 
among themselves, but their methods

seem peculiar. Prices are all firmer at 
55@60c. for bags f. 0. b. works. Several 
large export orders have been turned 
down for shipment over the year. In 
this section the jobbing demand is good 
and is satisfied at prices ranging from 
65@70c., as to make and seller. High 
test B. M. is held at 70@75c., as to quan- 
tity. ‘| 

BICARB. SODA.—There is a good ex- 
port demand and several sales are re- 
ported for Japan. The home trade is 
also better, but prices do not improve 
accordingly. Prices may be quoted at 
1@1\%c. for ordinary, and 34@3%c. for 
extra grades f. 0. b., less the usual dis- 
count terms, P 

CRYSTAL CARBONATE.—The usual 
jobbing demand prevails for spot and 
nearby parcels at prices ranging from 
1.60c. for car lots, and 1.70c. for jobbing 
store parcels, 

CAUSTIC SODA.—The market for do- 
mestic high test is firmer in all posi- 
tions, and prices are tending upward. 
There have been several orders in the 
market for delivery over next year at 
prices which, a few weeks ago would 
have been acceptable, have since been 
turned down. Makers generally are 
holding for 1.40c. f. o. b. works, at which 
considerable has been done. The job- 
bing demand in this section is better 
and is satisfied at 1.50@1.60c., as to test, 
make and seller. Powdered 98 per cent. 
is more or less unsettled and may be 
quoted nominal at 24%@3c., as to test, 
make and quantity. 

SAL SODA.—During the past week 
the demand for domestic has been rath- 
er slow. This, however, is not unusual 
at this period of the year. Prices re- 
main unchanged at 55@60c. f. 0. b., less 
usual discount terms. Concentrated is 
meeting with the usual demand at 1.35@ 
1.65c. f. 0. b. for Arm and Hammer, less 
the usual discount. Foreign has sold 
to the extent of 25 tons for October 
shipment at 62%c.

Latest Tariff Decisions. 


Cat Licorice Root, 


Protest of J. L. Hopkins & Co. et al. 
of New York, on duty assessed on lico- 
rice root in a condition like coarse saw- 
It was assessed for duty as “‘lico- 
rice root advanced in value, 4c. a 
pound and 10 per cent.,”” and was as- 
sessed accordingly under paragraph 20, 
of act of 1897. ‘It was claimed to be en- 
titled to free admission as licorice root 
unground, under paragraph 598, act of 
July, 1897. It appears from the testimo- 
ny that the licorice has been passed 
through a cutting machine, but has not 
been grouna.. The Board of General 
Appraisers ruled that it was unground 
and sustained the protest.

Laurel, Marjoram and Thyme 


Leaves. 


Protest of A. U. Andrus & Co., Gui- 
terman, Rosenfeld & Co. and Schieffelin 
& Co., of New York, on duty assessed 
on crude dried laurel, marjoram and 
thyme leaves. They were assessed for 
duty at 3c. a pound, under paragraph 
287, act of July, 1897, for spices, and 
are claimed to be entitled to free ad- 
mission under paragraph 548 as crude 
drug leaves, or to be exempt from duty 
or dutiable under various other provi- 
sions of the tariff. It was found from 
the testimony that laurel leaves are 
chiefly used as a packing for stick lico- 
rice, and that none of the leaves are in 
fact spices or are known commercially 
as spices. Trade lists enumerate gin- 
ger, cloves, cinnamon, pepper, allspice 
and mustard under the heading of 
spices and the leaves in ques- 
tion and similar leaves under 
the heading of herbs or aromatic herbs. 
The board finds that the goods are crude 
non-edible drug leaves and sustain the 
claim that they are exempt from duty 
under paragraph 548, act of July, 1897, 
and the protest is sustained accord- 
ingly. 


Looking-Glass Plates, Beveled. 


Protest of S. Binswanger & Co., of 
New York, against the assessment of 
additional duty at 5 per cent. under 
paragraph 107, Act of July, 1897, upon 
“looking glass plates, beveled.” The 
joard held in G. A, Feb, 11, 1891, 
that looking glass plates were not li- 
able to the additional duty of 10 per 
cent, under the Act of 1890, for bevel- 
ing, and thet ruling prevailed during 
the existence of the tariffs of 1890 and 
1894. A comparison of the pertinent 
provisions of the Acts of 1890, 1894 and 
1897 shows that there is a material 
change in the phraseology of the new 
tariff. Paragraph 148, Act of 1890, 
reads: “Cast, polished plate glass, sil- 
vered or unsilvered, and _ cylinder, 
crown Or common window glass, when 
ground, obscured, frosted, sanded, en- 
ameled, beveled, etched, embossed, en- 
graved, stained, colored or otherwise 
ornamented or decorated, shall be sub- 
ject to a duty of 10 per cent. ad valo- 
rem in addition to the rates otherwise 
chargeable thereon.” Paragraph 97, of 
the Act of 1894, is a repetition of the 
foregoing, with the addition of the 
words “bent, flashed and painted.” 
Paragraph 107, Act of 1897, reads: 
“Cast, polished plate glass, silvered or 
unsilvered, and cylinder, crown or com- 
mon window glass, silvered or unsilver- 
ed, when bent, ground, obscured, frost- 
‘ed, sanded, enameled, beveled, etched, 
embossed, engraved, flashed, ste‘ned, 
colored, painted, or -otherwise orna- 
mented or decorated, shall he subject 
to a duty of 5 per cent. ad * orem in 
addition to the rates otherwise charge- 
able theréon.” ‘The Board held in G, 
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A. 322 that looking-glass plates, having 
been recognized as a_ distinct com- 
modity in paragraph 116, and not being 
named in paragraph 118, were not li- 
able to the additional duty provided in 
paragraph 118; this construction har- 
monized and gave a meaning to all the 
provisions of the law then in force, But 
the changed phraseology does not sus- 
tain a like construction, Cylinder 
lass, silvered, is looking-glass plate, 
and looking-glass plate is cylinder: 
glass silvered. The provision of para- 
graph 107 for cylinder glass, silvered 
and beveled, would be meaningless if it 
were held not to cover looking-glass 
plates. The Board find that the mer- 
chandise consists of silvered cylinder 
glass or looking -glass plates, beveled, 
and hold that it is liable to additional 
duty under paré agraph 107. The protest 
is overruled accordingly. 


Haarlem Oil Bottles.

Liquid Albumen, So-Called, 

Protest of the Sonoma Wine and 
Brandy Company of New York on gela- 
tine, so-called liquid albumen, duti- 
able under paragraph 23. The mer- 
chandise was invoiced as liquid al- 
bumen, and was assessed for duty 
as a manufacture of gelatine at 
35 per cent. under paragraph 450, 
Act of July, 1897. it was claimed 
to be entitled to free admission as an 
albumen not specially provided for, un- 
der paragraph 468. The article is used 
for clarifying wine and other purposes 
for which albumen is used, and is made 
from the albumenous or gelatinous por- 
tion of fish, with a small quantity of 
sulphurous acid added as a preserva- 
tive. The chemist’s report submitted 
by the importers described it as “an 
emulsion of high-class isinglass, with 
a certain quantity of sulphurous acia 
added to it as a preservative. ”" A sam- 
ple was submiited to the United States 
Laboratory at this port on Nov. 5 last, 
and again on Jan. 12. The report upon 
the first was: Sample consists of gel- 
atine,”’ and in the second, “sample con- 
sists of a solution of gelatine, contain- 
ing a considerable proportion of sul- 
phurous acid or sulphate as a preserva- 
tive.’ The board found from the re- 
port of the importers’ and the Govern- 
ment’s chemists that the article is isin- 
glass or gelatine, both of which are pro- 
vided for, according to value, at the 
same rate under paragraph 23, and is 
not albumen. The protest was over- 
ruled accordingly. 


Bristles. 

Protest by Peter Woll & Sons against 
the decision of the Collector at Phila- 
delphia. The goods in question were 
bristles. The sample representing the 
first and last lines of the invoice had 
been “butted,” and, admitting that 1t 
was partially prepared, the appellants 
abandoned their claim thereon. The re- 
mainder of the invoiced goods was 
claimed to be entitled to free admission 
under paragraph 531, or the provision of 
paragraph 509 for “bristles, crude, not 
sorted, bunched or prepared.’ Duty 
Was assessed under the _ provision of 
paragraph 411, Act of 1897, for bunched 
bristles. The paragraph reads: ’’Bris- 
tles, sorted, bunched or prepared, 7% 
cents per pound,.”’ The goods were un- 
cleaned, unsorted bristles, tied up in 
tufts or small bunches. They were tied 
up When taken from the animal to keep 
them from scattering. The witnesses 
examined testified that they had never 
known bristles to be imported loose, 
and that these were in the crude state. 
The board ruled that the goods were 
crude bristles and that they were not 
sorted, bunched or prepared, within the 
meaning of the law, and the protest 
was sustained accordingly. 


Surgical Glassware. 

Noyes Bros. & Cutter protest against 
the decision of the Collector at St. Paul, 
Minn., on merchandise consisting of 
surgical, bacteriological and pharma- 
ceutical glassware. On the report of 
the Collector, the board find that it 
is not bottle glassware, and also that 
the goods are manufactures of glass, 
and sustain the claim that they are 
dutiable at 35 per cent. under paragraph 
102, act of 1894. 
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(Special Correspondence to the Reporter.) 


Duty on Lithophone. 
Washington, Oct, 21, 1898. 

The Treasury Department is dissatis- 
fied with the action of the Board of 
General Appraisers in the classification 
of lithophone, a dry paint which was re- 
cently held to be dutiable at the rate 
of one cent per pound, As the decision 
has an important bearing upon a num- 
ber of similar products, the Department 
has directed the collector at New York 
to appeal from the decision of the board 
in order to further test the issue in- 
volved. In a letter to the collector the 
Department states its position as fol- 
lows: 

“The Department is im receipt of the 
decision of the Board of General Ap- 
praisers, wherein it is held that certain 
so-called lithophone, a dry paint, com- 
posed of 70 per cent. of sulphide of 
bartyes and 30 per cent. of sulphide of 
zine, is properly dutiable at the rate of 
one cent per pound under paragraph 57 
of the act of uly 24, 1897, as ‘white paint 
or pigment containing zinc, but not con- 
taining lead.’ Duty was assessed there- 
in at the rate of 14% cents per pound un- 
der the specific provisions for sulphide 
of zine white, or white sulphide of zinc, 
as appearing in paragraph 57 of the act 
of July 24, 1897. 

“The Board of General Appraisers 
finds on the evidence presented in this 
case that the merchandise under consid- 
eration is not white sulphide of zinc, 
and that it is not commercially so 
known, basing its conclusions upon a 
decision of the Supreme Court in the 
case of Sonn vs. Magone (159 U,. S. 417), 
wherein if was held that ‘in order that 
an alleged commercial use of a word or 
phrase employed in a tariff law, which 
differs from its ordinary signification, 
shall prevail over its ordinary meaning, 
it must appear that such commercial 
designation is the result of established 
usage in commerce and trade, and that 
at the time of the passage of the act 
such usage was definite, uniform and 
general, and not partial, local or per- 
sonal.’ - 

“Various witnesses for the Govern- 
ment on the hearing of the case before 
the Board of General Appraisers testi- 
fied that sulphide of zine white, or white 
sulphide of zine, was a commercial term 
well known to the paint trade for many 
years prior to the year 1897 to cover a 
general class of paints containing white 
sulphide of zinc, and variously de- 
scribed by dealers under such trade 
names as ‘Charlton White,’ ‘Griffiths 
White,’ ‘Fulton White,’ ‘Beckton White’ 
and ‘Lithophone,’ and that an order for 
‘white sulphide’ of zinc would be con- 
sidered properly filled if supplied with 
any of these distinctive whites in the 
absence of more specific directions in 
the order. 

“Paragraph 60 of the act of October 
1, 1890, under which the case passed 
upon in G, A, 4,271 arose, contained no 
specific enumeration for ‘white sulphide 
of zine,’ The ‘Lithophone’ imported un- 
der that act came, therefore, properly 
within the general enumeration for 
‘white paint’ containing zinc, but not 
containing lead, as affirmed in the case 
of Gabriel vs. the United States (65 Fed. 
Ref. 423). Paragraph 57 of the tariff act 
of July 24, 1897, under which the pres- 
ent importation arises, contains the 
enumeration ‘white paint contain- 
ing zinc, but not containing lead,’ and 
in addition thereto the narrower and 
more specific enumeration ‘sulfid of 
zine white, or white sulphide of zinc.’ 
In carrying this law into effect due 
weight should, therefore, be given to the 
several separate enumerations as ap- 
pearing in that paragraph, so that each 
may become operative, If ‘Lithophone,’ 
which is found by the Board of General 
Appraisers to be the nearest known 
thing to sulphide of zine in the cate- 


gory of colors, 
‘white paint containing zinc, but not 
containing lead,’ it is obvious that the 
provisions for ‘sulphide of zine white, 
or white sulphide of zinc,’ as appearing 
in paragraph 57, Will=become inopera- 
tive and of no efféét. 


“It is, therefore, the opinion of the 
Department’ that the enumeration ‘sul- 
phide of zine white, or white sulphide 
of zine,’ is a descriptive enumeration of 
a large class of paints known to com- 
merce under more specific trade names, 
such as ‘Charlton White,’ ‘Griffiths 
White,’. ‘Fulton White’ and ‘Litho- 
phone.’ As these colors are not specially 
provided for under these specific trade 
names they necessarily fell within the 
general enumeration ‘sulphide of zine 
white, or white sulphide of zinc.’ You 
are, therefore, hereby directed to file an 
application for review of a decision of 
the Board of General Appraisers in this 
case (G. A. 4,271) in accordance with 
the provisions of Section 15 of the act 
of June 10, 1890. The time within which 
the appeal may be taken will expire on 
the 14th instant.”

An Indictment of Quinine. 


An Indian surgeon writes to the Brit- 
ish and Colontal-Druggist on the abuse 
of quinine. He says: “Like most of 
your readers who are resident in the 
tropics I was very interested in your 
leading article under the above head- 
ing, which appeared “in the B. & CG. D. 
for Aug. 19, O. P. & D. Reporter, Sept. 
5. Although I. have only resided con- 
tinuously in the tropics for the past 
year, I have had a great deal to do 
with Anglo-Indians and other tropical 
residents during the greaeter part of 
the past decade. I was first led to 
doubt the value of enormous doses of 
quinine by a colonial surgeon, who 
called my attention to some of the ex- 
periments of Hahnemann, which went 
to show that a species of fever indis- 
tingwishable from malarial fever c@uld 
be induced in animals which had never 
been exposed to malarial miasmata by 
giving quinine, and Hahnemann de- 
clared that he induced malarial fever 
in himself by exhibiting large doses of 
quinine, and Hahnemann, as we know, 
never resided in the tropics, or in the 
malarial districts. These experiments 
of Hahnemann’s were, of course, con- 
ducted with a view to establish, on 
homoeopathic grounds, the value of 
quinine in malarial fevers; but, per- 
haps, this statement requires amplifi- 
cation. 

“If you ask the average chemist, or 
even the average doctor, what he 
means by homoeopathy, he will tell you 
that the term means the exhibition of 
drugs in small quantities. Now this 
view is entirely wrong, as I have 
known a leading London homoeopath 
prescribe twenty grains of iodide of 
potassium three times a day in a case 
of tertiary syphilis, and, in doing so, 
the learned physician was not depart- 
ing one whit from the _ teaching of 
Hahnemann. Homoeopathy means the 
treatment of diseases by drugs, whose 
pharmacological properties correspond 
with the symptoms of those diseases. 
The motto of the craft is, therefore, 
much more appropriate than mottoes 
usually are... Similia a similibus curan- 
tur. But these experiments of Hahne- 
mann’s have special interests for us 
allopaths in the East, for do they not 
prove that quinine has the power in 
large doses of accentuating and imitat- 
ing per se the bad effects of the mala- 
rial protoplasm on the human organ- 
ism. Quinine is a useful drug, but it 
should be used cautiously, and I feel 
sure that Dr. Koch levels his indict- 
ment at the reckless administration of 
the drug in twenty and fifty-grain 
doses rather than ‘the moderate five 
grains, night and morning, which con-

tent the practitioner who has studied 
the teaching of Hahnemann, and ben- 
efiting by his wisdom, has scorned 
fanaticism. 

“One word of caution may not be wun- 
acceptable to your: foreign readers, and 
that is that even small doses of qui- 
nine must not be taken continuously 
for any. considerable length of 
time. If taken continuously for even 
six months five grains of quinine 
every night will produce bad effects in 
the shape of indigestion, torpidity of 
the liver, headaches and feeble cere- 
bration. I am positive that many of 
the cases of malarial fever which land 
in England every cold season are half 
malarial and half quinine poisoning. 
Of one thing I am positive, and that is 
that the loss of memory, which is so 
common in India, and lightly spoken of 
as ‘Punjab Head,’ ‘Burmah Head,’ 
‘Bengal Brains’ and ‘Madras Muddle,’ 
is nothing .more than feeble cerebra- 
tion, indwced partly, no doubt, by cli- 
mate, but very largely indeed by ex- 
cessive uSe of the pernicious quinine 
pellet. 

“Quinine has certain prophylactic 
properties against malaria I am con- 
vineed, but it should rarely be taken 
in doses of more than one, or, at most, 
two grains daily in this relation, and 
it should certainly be given intermit- 
tently. A colleague on the Gold Coast 
advises it to be taken for a fortnight, 
and then to be discontinueed for a 
week; but my experience in the East 
goes to show that it is sufficient to take 
ii every alternate month, and then only 
when exposed to malarial conditions. 
In the alternate months I recommend 
two drops of the acid solution of ar- 
senic (liq. arsenici hydrochlor, B. P.) 
to be taken after each meal. This 
method I am certain does not produce 
bad results, and acts as an efficient 
prophylactic. I am of the opinion that 
Professor Koch's ‘Indictment of Quin- 
ine’ should be productive of much good, 
even if it only induces the laity ‘to 
give up swallowing quinine in large 
quantities, as they do at present, 
without any medical supervision. It 
will do much more if ft induces doctors 
to caution their patients against its ex- 
cessive use, and to themselves prac- 
tice temperance in prescribing a rem- 
edy which, like all others, is potent for 
both good and evil.”

Saturday Evening, Oct. 22, 1898. 

The trade in dyes and dyestuffs has 
not been especially active during the 
past week. Nevertheless, certain lines 
have received a little extra attention, 
and prices have been affected in conse- 
quence. Generally speaking, important 
features have been lacking. 

ANILINE OIL.—There has been no 
change in the situation, the market 
having been quiet, with holders quoting 
9@9téc., as to quantity for spot goods. 

ANILINE SALT.—Trade has been 
very quiet. Yet, in spite of the 
excess stock on the spot, in the hands 
of the dealers, the market has not gone 
below 7@7'4c., as to quantity, for good 
goods. Off color goods can be bought 
materially less. There does not appear 
to be any demand for stock over 1899. 

CUTCH.—There has been a fair de- 
mand, with dealers quoting 4%.@6'4c. 
for box and bale, as to quantity; this 
for good goods. 

Messrs. Fuerst Bros. & Co. have re- 
ceived the following: ‘According to 
Rangoon cables, prices are even higher 
than has been anticipated, especially 
for the lower grades. Ordinary block 
cutch is quoted at about 6%c., while 
prime ‘Anchor’ block cutch costs about 
7%c. per lb. Shipments from Rangoon 
to all parts from Jan. 1 up to Oct. 3 
this year amount to 3,180 tons, as com- 
pared with 5,020 tons during the same 
period in 1897, and 7,440 tons during the 
same period in 1896. The licenses for 
the new crop were to be sold by public 
auction on the 10th inst. for four 
months’ boiling only, from Nov. 1 to 
Feb. 28, which will mean another short 
and late crop.” 


DEXTRINE.—There has been an ac- 
tive demand from the mills, and the 
market is steady for all kinds at un- 
zhanged prices, insofar as potato grades 
are concerned. Corn may be obtained 
at 2.20c. and upward, as to seller and 
quantity. British gum is held at 2.45c., 
in carload lots. The market for corn 
products is firm, and the demand for 
these is active, with an upward tend- 
ency to prices. 

DIVI DIVI.—There has been an ar- 
rival of 200 bags, which remain unsold, 
the receivers asking $37.50 per ton. 
Dealers are not disposed to pay this, as 
they look for a decline. Nevertheless 
they are receiving $42@45, as to quan- 
tity, on such as they dispose of. 

GAMBIER.—The Fortuna, a direct 
steamer, has arrived with about 4,000 
bales. Holders ask 2.55@2.65c., as to 
quantity and seller. We heard, however, 
of a sale early in the week of 100 tons 
ex this steamer at 2.4714%4c. At the same 
time 100 tons are said to have been sold 
at the same price from direct steamer 
Cragearn, now due. Holders on this 
steamer now ask 2.50@2.60c. These two 
lots changed hands, and did not go into 
consumption. While no anxiety is felt 
by the large dealers as to the non-ar- 
rival of the sailer Drumpark, which is 
known to be a slow boat, the jobbing 
price in store has stiffened up some- 
what, and sales of sailer goods have 
been made at 2.70@2.85c. and of steam- 
er at 2.60@2.75c., as to quantity. Singa- 
pore prices appear to be well main- 
tained,, but speculators are offering dis- 
tant steamer shipment at 2.45c, and 
sailer at 2.55@2.60c. Goods afloat are 
offered at 2.50@2.60c. for sailer and 2.45 
@2.55c. for steamer. 

The shipments of gambier from Singa- 
pore during the first half of October 
were 40 tons by steamer, none by sail, 
to the United States; 950 tons to Great 
Britain, and 1,050 tons to the Continent. 

INDIGO.—A London report says that 
out of the 6,800 chests declared for the 
sales, about 700, including those not 
printed, have been withdrawn so far. 
The quantity to be offered is thus very 
moderate. The reduction of the Bengal 
crop estimate to 125,000 maunds has 
given a firmer tone to the market. 


NUTGALLS.—The market is firm at 
12%c. and upward, as to quality and 
quantity for Blue Aleppo. The exports 
of Japanese galls from Hiogo and Os- 
aka were 321,562 Ibs. in 1897, as against 
815,076 in 1896. 

PRUSSIATE OF POTASH.—Early in 
the week the market was somewhat 
disturbed by reports of a contract for 
some several thousand pounds for 1899 
having been accepted at less than 15%c, 
Just what occurred has not transpired, 
but the impression prevails that a cer- 
tain quantity was disposed of at a 
shading below 154c., followed immedi- 








ately by a refusal to accept further 
business and a general advance on the 
part of all makers to 16c. Every man- 
ufacturer did not come around to this 
view at once, but it is apparent that 
there is no disposition to accept much 
current business at less. Some of the 
manufacturers are not disposed to enter 
contracts for next year in view of the 
uncertainties existing, partly by reason 
of the fact that the foreign price Is 
equivalent to about 17c. 

SUMAC.—The market has been active 
and, In view of a small spot stock, the 
price has been advanced to $45.00@50.00 
as to quantity, for pure. About 100 tons 
was sold for shipment at about $40.00, 
first quality. A cable received to-day 
reported the Sicilian market active and 
advancing. 

STARCH.—The market for corn has 
been active, partly by reason of the 
strength of the grain, and the price has 
been advanced, the inside quotation 
now being 1.30c. for pearl in bags. 
Dealers quote for standard grades up to 
about 2c. Wheat has been active and 
is firmer, though not quoted higher, The 
figures are 4%@5%éc., as to quantity and 
grade. Potato is dull at 3%@4c., as to 
quantity,

The Discovery of Aniline. 


The discovery of aniline is usually at- 
tributed to Unverdorben, who obtained 
it in 1826 as one of the products of the 
distillation of indigo. However, E. 
Knecht, in looking up the English 
translation, published in 1789, of the 
work of Hellot, ‘‘L’Art de la Teinture 
des Laines,’’ published in 1750, finds 
among his remarks anent the theory 
of indigo dyeing the following pas- 
sages: 

If indigo be distilled in a retort, alone, 
or with the addition of a fixed alkali, 
either saline or terreous, you will thereby 
procure a liquor which in all chemical ex- 
periments produces the effect of the vola- 
tile spirit of urine. 

The sal-ammoniac from which the 
chemists obtain their most penetrating 
volatile spirit has not, when dissolved 
and boiled in water, this strong urinous 
smell. 

This evidence that Hellot detected in 
indigo a product distinct from ammonia, 
is, in the author’s opinion, sufficient to 
justify the assumption that he was the 
discoverer of aniline.
